W a s h in g t o n . October 1st.—The annual 
report of General Mites is still in the hands 
of the President, and has been subject to a 
brief conference to-day between himself 
and Secretary Endicott, but it is understood 
no line of action has yet been decided upon 
in regard to that portion relating to the sur­ 
render of Gerónimo. 
W hile the text of 
the report is not yet accessible for publica­ 
tion, it is known that in respect to that 
m atter General Miles does not explain 
him self to the satisfaction of the authori­ 
ties, and that his granting of conditions, 
w hich are now understood to be even more 
liberal than has heretofore been supnosed, 
is a subject of em barrassm ent and per­ 
plexity. 
W ithout saying so in em phatic 
term s, it is gathered ironi General Miles' 
roundabout expression on the subject that 
an agreement was made that tlie lives 
of 
the 
prisoners 
should 
be spared 
an d 
that 
they 
should be 
re­ 
m oved at once from Arizona. 
In this 
respect, General Miles has, it is said, gone 
contrary to the well understood wishes of 
his superiors, his action am ounting practi­ 
cally to disobedience of orders. The only 
reason suggested for this course, in the ab­ 
sence of any satisfactory statem ent on the 
point from General Miles, was the fear that 
if he had not secured the prisoners in this 
way they would have m ade terms with and 
surrendered themselves to the Mexicans. 
T his would have rendered the term ination 
of the cam paign apparently less creditable 
to the Am ericans. 
In this state of affairs, 
there seems to be nothing that the authori­ 
ties can do for the punishm ent of the 
prisoners except to keep them permanently 
as prisoners of war. 
Even should the civil 
authorities of Arizona demand them for 
■trial, with the m ost positive proof of m ur­ 
der ready for presentation, the hands of the 
A dm inistration would be tied. 


LAWTON CONTRADICTS MILES. 


N e w H a v e n , October 1st.—The state­ 
m ent in General Miles’ official report of 
the Apache campaign, made public at 
W ashington yesterday, that Gerónimo was 
Hot captured, but surrendered condition- 
all}’, is contradicted by Captain Lawton, 
who was in command of the United States 
troops at the tim e of the capture. 
In a 
private telegram to Lieutenant A .bee. of 
the W inchester Armory, dated at Albu- 
3 
uerque, N. M., Captain Lawton explicitly 
enies that the surrender of Gerónimo was 
coupled with any conditions whatever. 
T h e N ew Silver C ertificates. 


W a s h in g t o n , October 1st.—The United 
States Treasurer to-day issued the following 
notice in regard to the issue ot $1 silver 
certificates : 
Owing to the great demand 
for other denominations of notes, 
the 
Treasurer is unable to supply $1 notes ex­ 
cept in small am ounts. 
In order to satisfy 
as far as possible the public demand, it has 
been decided to furnish from this office 
those notes in sum s of $1,000 to each bank 
m aking application, and at the same time 
depositing that sum with the Assistant 
Treasurer at New York. 
Upon receipt o f 
the certificate of deposit, a like sum will 
be forwarded at the expense of the banks 
m aking application. 
In order to effect an 
equitable distribution as far as possible, 
applicants will obtain those notes in the 
order in which deposits are made at the 
Sub-Treasury in New York. 
Until further 
notice, no second application wiil be granted 
u n til the supply of notes is adequate to 
m eet all current demands. The m axim um 
am ount of these certificates that the Treas­ 
ury can furnish daily will not exceed $80,­ 
000. and it is suggested by the Acting 
Treasurer that it will be well for banks to 
ascertain through their New York corre­ 
spondents the probable tim e when they 
•will receive shipm ents of ones, in the order 
in which deposits are made. 
A W h eelm en ’s P a r a d e . 
St. Loris, October 1st.—St. -Louis has 
had m any magnificent processions, but 
nothing has eclipsed, in novelty and weird 
beauty, the w heelm en’s illum inated parade, 
w hich took place to-night on theasphaltum 
Streets in the west end of the city, over a 
route nearly three miles in length. 
A 
dense throng of people greeted the parade, 
and despite the efforts of the police the 
crowd filled the streets in some places so 
that only a narrow path was left for the 
cyclers. Headed by a band of fifty pieces 
the riders rolled up the streets, two of the 
flambeau clubs on wheels carrying red 
torches lighting up the line, which was 
about a mile long. Squads of riders repre­ 
senting animals, demons, cowboys, etc., 
formed a variegated collection, while some 
.special bicycle and tricycle floats were m ar­ 
vels of illum ination. 


A .M erchant’s T rou b les.

W h at C h arleston N eed s. 
N ew Y ork, October 1st.—In talking with 
a Tribune reporter, Captain Dawson of.the 
Charleston a« tcs and Courier said yesterday 
that everybody in Charleston needing food 
and shelter liad been provided for. He 
thinks that $1,500,000 would m ake abso­ 
lutely safe and habitable every room ren­ 
dered uninhabitable by the earthquake, 
occupied or owned by persons who of 
themselves and without assistance would 
be unable to m ake the necessary repairs. 
To place the city in the condition it was 
before would take $5,000,000, ar.d he thinks 
it would be practical to create a fund some­ 
w hat after the m anner of the credit fonder 
o f France to enable borrowers to procure 
m oney at a low rate of interest. 


In v a d in g O ur T erritory. 
E l Paso (Tex.), October 1st.—Two Mexi­ 
can policemen pursued a native, whom 
they wanted to arrest, across the Rio 
G rande into U nited States territory, and a 
little beyond the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe depot they came up with him. 
Being both arm ed with rifles, they fired at 
him , inflicting a serious wound in the 
head. 
They then seized the disabled man 
and dragged’ him back to Mexican terri­ 
tory. The Am erican policemen at El Paso 
were informed of this violation of United 
States territory, but too late to prevent it. 
W hen thev arrived at the river bank they 
saw the Mexican police with their bleed­ 
ing victim just ascending the other bank. 
G reat indignation is expressed here over 
this wanton outrage.

N e w Y o r k , October 1st.—David Deben- 
sande, the husband of Violet Cameron, 
was np in the Court of Special Sessions 
this afternoon, charged with having threat­ 
ened the life of his wife. 
He denied that 
lie had ever made any such threats as those 
char tied, and stated that his only object in 
coming to this country was to protect his 
wife's honor. T his afternoon Miss Cam­ 
eron was upon the stand. She testified 
that she was m arried to witness some 
years 8go in Italy. She was to appear in 
the Casino next W ednesday, but had been 
threatened. She had seen defendant but 
once, and that was outside of Delmonico’s. 
W itness adm itted that 
she had 
been 
charged with adultery with Lord Lonsdale, 
but that the suit had been withdraw n. She 
refused to answer further in questions on 
that point. 
Lord Lonsdale then testified that he was 
31 years of age, and married. He continued 
that he was Miss Cameron's manager. 
He 
saw the prisoner on September 29tli, when 
he came and asked him w hether he should 
send a letter to Miss Cameron that he had 
written. " I told him ," said the witness, 
“ that it was better to send it through her 
solicitors, as it was asking for money. 
I 
asked him if he remembered telling his 
solicitors that he would keep away from 
Miss Cameron if she came to this country. 
W hen the case against him in London 
was adjourned he distinctly agreed to keep 
away from 
her. 
I 
told 
him that, 
to help him , I had placed myself in a false 
position. 
Now, to add injury, he demands 
mj- aid to get £1,500 from his wife. 
He 
threatened that unless the m oney was given 
before next Monday he would kill, maim 
or shoot her so that she would be prevented 
from gaining a livelihood. 
I told him 
that I did not care to talk with him any 
further.” 
“ Were you a co-respondent in an action 
for divorce brought against Miss Cameron 
by her husband ?" 
“ I may have been.” 
“ Don’t you know ?” 
“ No ; I have had so m uch trouble with 
him. 
Miss Cameron 
brought suit for 
divorce from him on the ground of cruel 
and inhum an treatm ent and abandonm ent. 
She secured possession of her child under 
a decree of Court. The child is now with 
her m other.” 
'* Now, you seem to have m et him since 
you came to this country. 
W hy did you 
not avoid him ?” 
“ Because of his threats. I wanted to 
show the public that I was not afraid.” 
In answer to questions witness further 
testified that he was m arried ; that he cor­ 
responded with his wife, but did not know 
where she was, as she had several houses 
in the country, and his letters were for­ 
warded ; that he m et Miss Cameron about 
a year ago, and came to know her well 
about six m onths ago, when her husband 
asked witness to became a trustee for his 
ch ild ; was friendly with Debensande till 
he tried to cut his wife’s throat at Porto 
Bello. 
“ Did you offer him a pistol h e r e ?" 
“ No. 
I did tell him I would let him 
take m y pistol if he wanted three shots at 
me, and give me three at him ." 
This con­ 
cluded the Lord's testimony. 
Debensande testified on hi9 own behalf 
that he had no occupation; that he had 
D ev er made threats against his wife nor 
Lord Lonsdale. 
W itness went to see Lons­ 
dale at the latter's request, when Miss Cam­ 
eron was turned out of the Hoftman 
House, but made no threats. 
In response 
to questions, he said that, beyond going to 
places of am usem ent with Lonsdale, he 
knew of no im proper relations between his 
wife and the Earl. The hearing was then 
adjourned until Monday, but counsel for 
the prisoner having expressed a desire to 
bring the m atter before a higher Court, and 
as this could not be done while the case 
was still before a magistrate, the prisoner 
waived exam ination and was held for trial 
at the Court of General Sessions. In de­ 
fault of bail, Debenrande was locked up. 
H e went away weeping.

School doors will open, school bells will 
ring, pencils will be sharpened, satchels 
taken from the nail, dusted and contents 
examined, before the familiar walks to the 
school-house begin, this first week in Octo­ 
ber. 
Next week begins another school year.

Here comes one with lagging steps, tbe 
books carried listlessly by the strap, which 
only just holds them together; a hat is 
oalled down over the frowning forehead. 
He crosses the sill of the school-room door 
w ith dragging gait, and sinks into his seat 
w ith frowning indifference. Does it need 
a prophet to tell how the year will close 
with this boy ? Not at all. 
H e will do as 
little work as possible ; his average will be 
very lo w ; he will m ake no record that will 
reflect credit on either him self or his 
school. 
Now another scholar comes up the street. 
His books are carefully strapped, and held 
tightly under his 
arm . 
His 
hat sits 
squarely on his head, and he whistles gayly, 
as he walks down the street, an air from 
the ''M ikado." 
H e crosses the door-sill 
with a noisy “ Good m orning.” shakes 
hands with the teacher, greets his seat- 
mate with a clap on the shoulder, and 
through the whole room shedsj a spirit of 
good-fellowship and welcome to the new 
school year. A prophet will tell you that 
here is a boy who loves play, but who loves 
work. 
H e'll do his best to be first, will be 
leader among the fellows, and m others 
will have comfortable thoughts about their 
boys when he is their companion. 
He is 
not perfect by any means, but bis fun is 
honest fnn. not sly fun. 
W hen he gets into 
trouble, or leads others into trouble, it is 
from thoughtlessness, never from m ean­ 
ness. from design. 
W hen these two boys go into business 
the same spirit will anim ate them . One 
will work for the very love ot it. 
He will 
bring am bition and a wide-awake head to 
his employer. 
If the woik demands extra 
hours' service he will give it ungrudgingly 
and carefully. 
Employers will recognize 
his devotion, and step by step he will gain 
a sure place. 
It is a great m istake to think 
that employers are cruel, grasping m on­ 
sters, who go about seeking whom they may 
keep down to the very lowest place and 
poorest wages. Employers who have brains 
—and it does not pay to work for those 
who have none—are constantly on the look 
out for responsible helpers, men whom 
they can trust, men who work for some­ 
thing more than money. 
Do not imagine 
for a m oment that brains, honesty and de­ 
votion to work are unnoticed. 
If your own 
employer is blind, some other employer 
has eyes. 
The listless boy in school is usually the 
one who goes through life at the foot of the 
class. 
W hen he becomes a m an. he is dis­ 
satisfied, restless, goes to business because 
he would be forced to beg if he did not: 
does exactly $2 99 w orth of work for $3 
p a y : 
thinks him self an unappreciated 
tenius, while the world knows him as a 
¡azy m an. 
Yon can put it down for a 
surety that a listless, indifferent scholar 
never makes a successful m an. The boy 
who will not develop in him self a spirit of 
improvement, a desire to go ahead, is the 
one who receives the lowest wages when 
he goes to work. And he only gives to his 
employer a name slightly changed from 
that he gave his teacher. 
One was an 
“ old grind,” the other is an “ old tyrant,” 
skinflint"—when the true tyrant of his 
life is his own unconquered habit of lazi­ 
ness. 
The first essential to success is devotion 
to the object we have in m ind—a determ i­ 
nation to overcome obstacles, and under­ 
stand every departm ent of study or work 
on which we en ter; and, in the business 
world, to remember a mau is never paid $5 
for $4 50 worth of work. The surest way 
to get an increase of wages is to do work 
that will yield a profit far in advance of the 
value of "the m oney received. The boy 
who drifts through school is the boy who 
drifts through business life. The boy who 
works through school life is the boy who 
leads eventually in the business life. 
Read the history of successful men, and 
you will find that they had never learned 
the phrases : “ It’s good enough:” “ It does 
not m ake any d i f f e r e n c e “ ’Twill do just 
as well any other tim e.” 
“ Nothing but 
the b e s t “ Everything is im portant 
Now 
“ At once," were the words that 
anim ated them .

LATR0BE MINING NEWS. 


Q uartz M inea in th e W estern P a rt o f E l 
D orad o C ounty. 
A correspondent of the R ecord-U n io n , 
writing from Latrobe under date of Sep­ 
tem ber 29th, says : 
Three miles southeast of Latrobe is the 
Larison ledge, now owned 
and being 
wo. kgjl by 0 . Morse it Co., of San Jose. 
T* e shaft is down 75 feet, and the crosscut 
of the ledge shows a width of 30 feet be­ 
tween well-defined walls. 
They are now 
drifting south on the vein to where the 
first work was done on the ledge by Lari­ 
son. the discoverer and locator, who took 
out about $2,000 from a 15-foot shaft, at 
which depth the ledge was broken, and for 
lack of means to contend against water he 
was obliged to cease operations. This claim 
was afterwards bonded by a Sacramento 
company, consisting 
of Elkus, W hyte, 
Campbell, Fox & Strnfz, Dassonville and 
others, but by m ism anagm ent nothing was 
developed or accomplished, since which 
tim e (ten years) nothing has been done. 
Morse is now energetically pushing the 
work, and indications are favorable for a 
big property in the near future. The rock 
is improving, as is also the quantity and 
quality of sulphurets. 
The Sugar Loaf mine, two and a half 
miles east from Latrobe, was discovered and 
located by one Peter Petralius fifteen years 
ago, while cutting a ditch to run water to a 
placer mine. 
He scalped the lode, anfl 
therefrom in two days took out $5,000. 
In 
all over $20,000 has been extracted. After­ 
wards the m ine was bonded by Duden, 
Adams, Porter A Riebsam, who sank a 
shaft 108 feet on the lode, and on the pros­ 
it sold out in 1881 to Senator J. P. Jones 
'or $20,000. since which tim e the m ine has 
not been worked, although the rock at the 
75-foot level will go over $100 per ton. and 
the ledge at the 100-foot level is exactly 
eleven feet wide, w ith as pretty wall rock 
or casings, with accompanying gouge, as 
any mine in El Dorado or Amador coun­ 
ties. The title to the m ine is a United 
States patent for ten acres. It is acknowl­ 
edged by best of experts to be a true fissure 
vein, and favorable symptoms for an im ­ 
mense property when in the hands and con­ 
trolled by those who can p at up the neces­ 
sary posh. The southern portion is known 
as the Latrobe M ining 
Company, and 
owned by the grantors of the Sugar Loaf to 
Jones, and consists of a 224 acres patent. 
A 70-foot shaft ha3 been sunk on this end 
of the lode, but, owing to the great quan­ 
tity of water to contend with, work for the 
present has ceased, it being necessary to 
procure a steam engine and m achinery to 
further prosecute the work. The last indi­ 


cations were very prom ising. 
All the 
owners have m uch faith in the mine, and 
will shortly prepare to start up and stay 
with i?. 
Sufficient water is convenient, 
and an abundance of tim ber grows on the 
ground. The width of the ledge on the 
surface is exactly six feet, and widening on 
going down. 
The Sugar Loaf m ine is now known as 
“ The Roscoe.' 
Im m ediately after the 
purchase by Jones he incorporated it u n ­ 
der the above name. 
W hy he don't work 
the mine we quien sabe. 
fie,, with experts 
anti assayer, were here and personally ex­ 
amined and tested tbe ledge, and on their 
own judgm ent purchased. 
The - Bryant Mine,” about 3ve miles 
northeast from Latrobe, is a ledge of seven 
or eight feet in width, well defined, and 
now under bond to Reed. M illberry ,fc W il­ 
cox. Some fine ore has been taken from 
this lode. and. it properly managed, will 
undoubtedly prove rem unerative to those 
interested. The shaft is now down 100 
feet. 
The Fort Yum a mine, about seven miles 
northeast from Latrobe, is owned by M an­ 
uels Sc Co. of San Francisco, and has not 
■een worked for several years. The shaft 
thereon is down 90 feet on a four foot ledge. 
It is a well-defined and true fissure vein. 
Litigation in the company caused cessation 
of development. The m ine is well thought 
of by those qualified to judge. 
There is no­ 
doubt as to the value of these mines, but 
they m ust get into hands that are able to- 
prosecute the work. T hat accomplished, 
we will show as rich m ines in this portion 
of El Dorado county as there are in Am a­ 
dor or elsewhere in the State. 
The belt in which the lodes lie is four or 
five miles west from and running parallel 
with the Amador belt, and is thought to be 
on th e Grass Valley belt. The quartz in 
the Roscoe m ine is" very sim ilar to rock in 
the North Star m ine of Grass Valley. 
The MeCljnton mine, about six miles 
easterly from here, is being worked. 
It is 
about a two-foot ledge and some very rich 
ore has been taken therefrom. The shaft 
is down about sixty feet.

SAN FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


Michael Carraher, who sued the San Fran­ 
cisco Bridge Company for $20,0C0 damages 
for injuries sustained, has recovered judg­ 
m ent for $1,000. 
At the teachers' exam ination on T hurs­ 
day, a vote was taken on the question of 
ladv School Directors. Two-thirds of the 
teachers voted in favor of having ladies in 
the board. 
Josephine (alias Jessie) Brown, who, it is 
charged, stabbed and killed h er husband in 
a Natoma-street lodging-house on Septem­ 
ber 14th, has been held to answer on a 
charge of m urder.

A num ber of Republicans who are 
dissatisfied with the program m e proceed­ 
ings of the Higgins conventions have been 
quietly working to this end for the past 
week.

The 
figure is eight feet high and will stand on a 
base six foot square. The entire bight of 
the m onum ent will be fifteen feet and nine 
inches. 
Rev. Father Prendergast has

Mayor Bartlett a check for $1,000. to be for­ 
warded to the Charleston sufferers on be­ 
half of the Catholics of this city. The fol­ 
lowing additional contributions have been 
received: St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, 
$41 50; D. 0 . Mills, $100 ; 
Richard Grant. 
$100; miscellaneous. $4 50. Total, $249. 
The suit of D. C. W ilson against Mabel 
Treadwell was decided on Thursday. Plain 
tiff, while employed in a Kearny-street 
store, was precipitated down a rickety flight 
of stairs and sustained bodily injuries. He 
sued Mrs. Treadwell, tbe owner of the 
building, to recover $10,000 damages, for 
not keeping the stairs in better repair. The 
jury returned a verdict for $2,500. 
Tne Anti-Boss Convention m et Thursday 
night in M etropolitan H all, and after a 
long wrangle adjourned 
until 
Monday 
night w ithout transacting any business. 
The Labor party has nominated a num ber 
of m unicipal candidates. 
Judges T. K. 
W ilson, Finn, Lawler and J. Leggett, and 
J. M. Troutt have been nom inated for Su­ 
perior Judges by the Citizens' Independent 
party Convention. 
In Judge F inn's Court the case of Jam es 
G. Rule vs. John P. Jones, ex-Senator, has 
been stricken off the calendar. The suit 
was brought by Rule to recover one-half of 
$195,000, which he claimed he was entitled 
to by a contract of partnership between 
him self and Jones. 
He alleges that while 
an employe of the Consolidated Virginia 
Mining Company he divulged to Jones the 
existence of certain ore bodies in the mine, 
and the latter secured a lease of that por­ 
tion of the mine, and agreed to give Rule 
half of w hat he made out of the mine. 
Milton Currier was throw n from one of 
the cars of the Ocean Beach Railroad, a 
short tim e ago, and killed. The accident 
occurred through his leaning from the plat­ 
form of the car while it was going round a 
curve. 
His friends refused Dr. H utchins 
permission to see the injured youth, as 
they were spiritualists, and looked to the 
spirits to cure him . Pressure was brought 
to bear on the family, and Dr. H utchins 
visited the young m an and found that his 
injuries had never been attended to. sand 
and dirt still rem aining in cuts on his 
head. 
Young Currier died, and a judicial 
investigation of the case will be made. 
The Chronicle savs : 
“ The salmon-can­ 
ning business in California, Oregon and 
W ashington Territory has been very light 
this year, being estimated at 600,001 cases, 
against 835,700 last year. Of the deficit 
100.000 cases is on the Columbia river, and 
the canners on that stream are despondent. 
There has been a steady decrease in tbe 
catch in the two States and one Territory 
D am eJ sinoo 1883, w h e n it a m o u n te d to 
1,106,400 cases. As a partial offset to this 
decrease there has been an increase in the 
product of the Alaskan canneries of about 
50.000 cases, the pack for last year being 
75.000 cases, while for this season it is esti- 
tim ated 
at 125,000. 
Outside of Alaska 
the canners had this year to contend as 
well with unfavorable weather as with a 
scarcity of fish. The cause of the light 
run in’tbe Sacramento is unknown, though 
the packers accuse the sea-lions of being 
responsible for it.”

Mark Levy, Steward at tbe State Prison 
at San Quentin, died suddenly yesterday of 
heart disease. H e was a native of London, 
aged 44 years. 
Wiggins is loth to adm it that he has 
blundered. 
He insists that if the people 
will only wait they will have enough of 
the promised storm. 
A m atch over a conree of twenty miles 
was sailed yesterday between the Sachem 
and the English cutter Miranda. 
The 
Sachem won the race. 
It is stated that the owners of the large 
packing-houses at the Chicago stock-yards 
will attem pt to re-establish the ten-hour 
sv9tem on October 15th, and in the event 
of the failure of the employes to work on 
that basis, they will close down the houses. 


W h a t W ill R u ssia D o ? 
New Y o r k , October 1st.—The Times Lon­ 
don cable of September 39th says : 
Lights 
were burning in the Foreign Office late to­ 
night, and the papers will all have leaders 
in the m orning declaring that the situation 
is more serious than it has been at any timw 
since the abdication of Prince A lexander. 
Prem ier Tisza’s answer to tbe Diet is said! 
to have been wildly applauded by tbe H u n ­ 
garians, as well it m ight have been, fo r 
bolder words from an Austrian dignitary 
have not been spoken since Sadowa. The- 
declaration seems to render it impossible 
for A ustria to back down an inch or refuse 
to make H err Tisza’s word good, yet it 
amounted to a guaranty that General K aul- 
bars would not be allowed to do precisely 
the things he placarded all Sofia with in­ 
tentions to do. 
Unless Russia backs down 
and recalls General Kaulbars, it is difficult 
to see how a collision is avoidable. Nobody 
believes that Russia will back down. 
It is 
significant that Turkey is massing troops a t 
A drianople as earnestly as if war had re­ 
cently begun. 8he is also said to be hard 
at work fortifying Armenia. 
Late dispatches from Vienna report an 
extremely excited feeling there-.- At Pesth 
the general expectation is that Russia w ill 
force m atters to an issue at once. 
There 
seems to be no doubt that tbe Bulgarians 
wili stand firm in defiance of Russia now 
that Austria i¿ at her back, and events are 
iikely to m arch now at a stirring pace. E x­ 
tensive telegraphing is going on from the 
Foreign Office to-night. 
I learn that a pro­ 
ject is on foot here to start a popular sub­ 
scription for a sword of honor to be pre­ 
sented to Alexander.

A F ew C hances for M oney-M aking, 
hut no P laces for Labor­ 
in g Classes.

M ex ic o , S eptem ber 24, 1836. 
One of the most clear-headed and consci­ 
entious of our American Consuls now in 
Mexico recently showed me a vast collec­ 
tion of letters received from the United 
States, asking w hat " chances " there are 
here for Americans. 
H e said that he an­ 
swered all such to the best of his knowli 
edge, and in nearly every case discouraged 
his countrym en from coming to Mexico, 
unless they have considerable capital to in­ 
vest ; and in that case it is his opinion that 
a man had better content him self to live 
m oderately at hom e upon the sm all but 


3aie interest of bis m oney—-where his fam­ 
ily can have social advantages and his chil­ 
dren better opportunities for education— 
than to risk all in this chaotic country. He 
m ight happen to “ strike it tich " here in 
mines, m anufactories or some big scheme, 
but the odds would be fearfully against 
him for perm anent success. Said our con­ 
sular friend; 
‘More than ten thousand 
Americans came to Mexico last year with 
vague ideas of getting rich in the land of 
the Montezuma^, anu probably not ten of 
those who rem ained to work out the idea 
sre now located to their satisfaction." 
“ W hy don't y o u traveling journalists"— 
continued he—“give the tlowers and the 
m ountains and the strange sights and cus­ 
toms here a rest, and tell your people at 
hom e som ething of vastly more im por­ 
tance? 
Business 
interests, 
commercial 
m atters, laws pertaining to the rights of 
foreigners, etc , m ight not m ake attractive 
literature for the general reader, but would 
be of great benefit to a certain class who 
are eagerly’ seeking just such information; 
and what "is of more consequence, it might 
deter m any from the irretrievable m istake 
o f sacrificing their home interests to come 
to this fancied E l Dorado in search of an 
ignis fa tu u si’ 
The subject indicated is too great to be 
handled effectively iu th f lim its of a news­ 
paper letter, but a few bints on existing 
.acta may be of service to some. In the 
.first place, it should be distinctly under­ 
stood that Mexico is no place for a N orth­ 
ern laborer, and no working m an need 
come here w ith the expectation of earning 
a living 
by honest toil—unless under 
special contract with an American railway 
or some other home enterprise—for there 
is now 
A GLUT OP LABOK, 
A t prices ranging from six cents to fifty 
cents per diem. It m ust be remembered 
that the serving classes ol Mexico greatly 
outnum ber those who are able to hire them, 
th at the swarm ing peon population are 
alm ost as m uch in actual slavery as were 
their forefathers to the early Spaniards, 
and that—from hereditary habits and their 
profound ignorance of the comforts of life 
—they can Uve well enough (according to 
their simple ideas! on wages that would 
starve an Anglo-Saxon. Being few m anu­ 
factories here, there is no dem and for 
skilled 
artisans, and nobody from the 
i 'nited States can afford to compete in 
trice with native workmen. 
But there is plenty of room here for 
caoital, accompanied by prudence, energy, 
thrift and discretion. 
It is foolish to talk 
of the conouesl and annexation of Mexico 
>y force of arms. The way to possess all 
we want of this lazy country is not |by 
war, but by the peaceful invasion of Amer- 
can enterprise, "backed by “ the dollars of 
our daddies, ’ in 
the 
development of 
natural resources aud the establishm ent of 
m uch-needed manufactories. 
For exam ple: 
Among Mexico’s press­ 
ing and snecial needs are glass-works, fruit- 
canning establishments, iron foundries and 
rolling mills, paper factories, ham-curing 
houses, irrigation companies and drive- 
wells, cattle and sheep ranches, oil refiner­ 
ies and cotton factories. 
There are m anv places in Mexico where 
a kind of cotton cloth, both bleached and 
inbleached, called mania, is made, but few, 
if any’, manufactories of printed goods. 
T he poorest grade of calico, which else­ 
where retails for four cents per yard, here 
brings from 20 to 25 cents a rara—about 
‘hree-fourths of a yard. As 


THE DUTY OK PRINT- 
Amounts to considerably more than the 
original cost of the cloth itself—while the 
duty on raw cotton is sim ply nom inal, and 
the price of labor less than anyw heie else 
on the continent—it would, doubtless, re­ 
pay capitalists to establish print factories 
wherever there is suitable water power. 
One will do well to “ think twice," how ­ 
ever. before setting up any m achinery that 
m ust be run bv steam, and carefully count 
the cost beforehand, remembering that 
there is comparatively no coal here, and in 
some sections wood sells as high as a cent 
and a haif per pound. 
Other fortunes m ight perhaps be realized 
from the manufacture of paper, fur that 
□uality which retails for about $2 50 per 
ream in the United States, sells for not less 
than $5 50 per ream after it has crossed the 
border and paid the duties. The refuse of 
cotton mills, which is now burned as of no 
value, m ight be utilized in the new indus­ 
try—not to m ention the fiber plants which 
grow wild all over Mexico, some of which 
are said to m ake the best paper pulp in the 
world. 
_ 
M achinery of all kinds now conies in 
free of duty—and right here is a hint to 
the several thousand surplus “ Agents,” 
w hich the "n ited States would not grieve 
to get rid of, v iz : The mo3t ordinary sew­ 
ing-machines sell readily here for $125 and 
upw ards ; wherever the lightning-rod man 
has been his m ark is left on nearly every 
ho u se; while life insurance agente, the 
book fiend, the cbrotno nuisance, and ail 
the rest of the fraternity who have strayed 
down here (being novelties as yet), are re­ 
ceived with open arms, so to speak, instead 
of being popularly snubbed, as at home. 
In Mexico we pay from 50 cents to $1 for 
a cake of ordinary toilet soap, such as re­ 
tails “ three for a quarter’’ anyw here in 
the United States. Common brown soap 
is sold for 25 cents the b a r; and is also 
“ retailed” 
in 
thin 
slices, resembling 
boarding-school sponge-cake, at a madeo 
(6 cents per slice). As may be inferred, 
th e Mexican poor seldom indulge in so 
expensive a luxury. They use instead the 
root of the m ountain shrub, Lechuguiila, 
which answers the purpose pretty well, ex­ 
cept that it tears the clothes into shreds and 
roughens the skin till it resembles a cactus 
leaf. There are several mines of that well- 
known substance 
called 
"soap-stone,” 
which softens the water somewhat and 
m akes considerable " suds," yet is a poor 
substitute for Yankee soap. 
A very large 
deposit of_this 
MINERAL SOAP 
Is found in the well-known mines of Ce- 
nango del Rio, in the State of Guerrero. In 
a land where so m uch pork and m utton 
are universally eaten there can be no lack 
of soap m ateria—beside the 
nut-bearing 
palm s and cactus-beans. both indigenous 
to the soil, which m ight be made to yield 
oonancas in the shape of oil. 
In m y opinion fortunes lie in m arket 
gardening—the raising of potatoes, vege­ 
tables and small fruits on the American or 
English plan. 
In many portions of Mex­ 
ico an Irish potato, or any other vegetable 
w ith which Northerners a familiar, are 
never seen—although it is asserted that 
they would grow to advantage in this rich 
soil, if properly cultivated. If you ask a 
native why he does not eat such "things, he 
shrugs his shoulder and replies; " It is not 
the custom "—sim ply because neither he 
nor bi9 neighbors nave enterprise enough 
to plant them . But 1 never yet found a 
Mexican who did not like American food 
better than his own, when well cooked. 
In northern Mexico a few Irish potatoes 
are imported for Yankee consumption, at 
enormous prices per piece or per pound. 
You m ight as well try to buy calico by the 
ouart at hom e as attem pt to purchase any­ 
thing here by the peck or bushel. 
You go 
to m arket in the m orning and find every­ 
thing assorted in tiny piles—peas, beans, 
potatoes, everything arranged in sm all 
heaps, for sale "at so m any cents per heap. 
I t is useless trying to persuade the vender 
to " lu m p ’ them , you m ust take as m any 


separate heaps as your dinner requires and 
pay for them in that m an n e r; and when 
fractional currency ” is needed in change, 
the accommodating dealer will chop a tlaco 
(a coin w orth one and a half cents) into as 
many pieces as the emergency calls for. 
One seldom sees a four-wheeled wagon 
anywhere in Mexico. The carts are 


PONDEROUS VEHICLES, 
Each with two enormous wheels of solid 
wood, which look of themselves a sufficient 
load for any pair of animals. 
Iron, you 
know, is a greater rarity here than silver, 
and the im port duty on such articles of 
foreign m anufacture has been not less than 
$10 per wheel. The carts are usually pro­ 
pelled by several lean oxen—driven four 
abreast, three abreast, tandam. hap-hazard 
—and always with heavy wooden yokes 
fastened upon their foreheads by ropes 
around the horr.s. 
The poor creatures’ 
heads are thus bowed nearly to the ground 
by the weight of wood upon them, and 
their eyes wear a look of suffering pi fiable 
to behold. The driver amuses himself con­ 
stantly prodding them with a sharp iron 
spear stuck into the end of a long pole; and 
not infrequently a boy is employed to run 
alongside c a m íng a bag of stoues with 
which he continually pelts them —both 
driver and boy keeping up an incessant 
racket of psth .' p.-th .' a harsh sort of hissing 
sound, which to Mexican beasts of burden 
signifies all the gees, haws and “ swear 
w ords” known to other cattle.

chivalry was, what the career of am instrel, 
and so on.

C alifornia 
F ru its 
and 
Growers, 
Slaughtered by E astern B lock ­ 
ades and H ucksters. 


The following 'letter from a prom inent 
business man and fruit-grower of this city, 
who is now at the East, will be read with 
m uch interest by all. The question of find­ 
ing a sufficient and rem unerative m arket 
for all our fruits is the one all-important, 
to a large class of our people individually, 
and to the entire State collectively, by its 
influence upon every interest and every en­ 
terprise w ithin our borders. 
The letter 
was addressed to the Rural Press, and ap­ 
pears in that jo u rn al: 


Ch ic a g o , September 13, 1386. 
Pnit'.rs Prr .~: The year 1835 was one 
long to be remembered by ;be fruit-grow­ 
ers of < ’alifiirnia. Such a tom biuation of un­ 
favorable circumstances had never before 
been known. 
First came a d rought; then 
a frost, seriously injuring the grape crop ; 
then grasshoppers; next followed a glutted 
m arket, and lastly came very low prices. 
Thus by the close of the fruit season the 
growers were distressed and m uch dis­ 
couraged. Each looked to his neighbor for 
a remedy, and all hoped for some per­ 
m anent method of relief. 
At last it was 
suggested that a State Convention of fruit­ 
growers be held for the purpose of ex­ 
changing ideas and in order that some plan 
might be evolved that would 
m ake a 
repetition of the sad experience of 1385 
less probable. 
At this convention, which was held 
shortly after in San Francisco, m any and 
various causes were ascribed for the poor 
results of 1885, and m any and various 
plans were offered as remedies. After much 
discussion and deliberation, it was formally 
decided that relief depended on the grow­ 
ers form ing a union, securing lower freight 
rates and m arketing their own fruits in the 
East. 
It was agreed that if alt the Califor­ 
nia fruit shipped East was placed and sent 
through one channel, it could be evenly 
distributed throughout all the States in the 
East: that thus the fruit would be prevent­ 
ed from coming into competition with it­ 
self : and th at the profits, which had for­ 
merly gone to shippers or middle-men, 
would be made by the grower himself. 
This plan meeting" with general favor, a 
union was accordingly formed, by-laws 
adopted, officers elected, ait Eastern agent 
appointed, and the railroad company inter­ 
viewed and reduced freight rates secured, 
on the condition that fifteen carloads m ust 
be shipped at a time. 
Thus far all was w ell; but when the time 
arrived for shipping fruit the growers and 
the managem ent of the Union discovered 
that when they counted upon the old fruit- 
buyers and shippers meekly retiring from 
the field and leaving the Union foreign 
supreme, they had reckoned without their 
host. It was’soon found that the old ship­ 
pers had not been napping, but had been 
diligently at work buying up large crops. 
They had organized among themselves, 
and" had so perfected their arrangements 
that they were enabled to dispatch several 
trainloads of fruit weeks in advance of the 
Fruit Union, which for a long tim e found 
itself unable to ship fifteen carloads at 
once, so as to profit by the reduced freight 
rates. 
Finally, the Union began shipping train- 
ioads, and soon, between the Union and 
the private shippers, fruit began piling into 
the Eastern m arkets, regardless of quality, 
regardless of quantity, regardless of de­ 
m and and regardless of all considerations 
that should influence intelligent business 
transactions. 
This state of affairs, however, brought 
joy to the heart and dollars to the purse of 
the Chicago fmit-peddlers and retailers. 
The petty fruit-huckster became king, and 
imperiously dictated the prices he was will­ 
ing to nay,"to the very men of whom in tbe 
past he had begged the privilege of buying 
a box of California truit. 
From being 
snubbed and ill-treated by dictatorial fruit- 
shippers and commission merchants, he 
sudctenly found himself petted and courted 
by these very men, who m ust sell their 
fruits at any price or have them rot on the 
premises. Such a harvest tbe street-corner 
vender had never even dream t of. 
Here 
were piled up in store after store, extending 
out to the very edge of the sidewalks, thou­ 
sands of crates of California's choicest fruit, 
which he could buy for a less price than 
was being paid by his feliow-hucksters in 
San Francisco or Sacramento. 
Did he propose to share with his cus­ 
tomers the good fortune that befell him 
through the folly of tbe California growers 
and shippers? "N ot if he knew him self! 
And so the Eastern consum er went on pay­ 
ing as much or nearly as much for his 
fruit as if the grower was getting a living 
price for his product, while the railroad 
companies and the retailers and petty 
hucksters were reaping a golden harvest at 
the expense of the poor shippers and still 
poorer growers. Soon the California grow­ 
ers and shippers began raising a storm 
about the ears of their Eastern agents, de­ 
m anding an explanation for such m inous 
returns. 
Every one, however, blamed 
every one else, and denied all responsi­ 
bility for tbe disastrous results. The agents 
of the shippers laid the blame at tbe door 
of Porter Bros. Co., agents for the Cali­ 
fornia F ruit Union, claiming that the latter 
had brought about this deplorable con­ 
dition by willfully cutting prices with a 
view of driving the private shippers from 
the field. 
On the other hand, Porter Brothers Com­ 
pany as vigorously denied the charge, and 
in turn claimed “ it was the other fellows ” 
who did all the damage by cutting prices 
for the express purpose of destroying the 
union. The charges and counter-charges 
on this and other grounds are thick and 
numerous, but from the facts at hand it is 
very evident that willful cutting has been 
done all round. Tbe Chicago commission 
men have had their fun, have enjoyed lots 
of exciting battles, have tried to “ knock 
out ” each o th er: and the California grow­ 
ers and shippers have had the grim satis­ 
faction of furnishing the am m unition free 
of cost, in addition to the feeling of war 
that existed among rival agents and ship­ 
pers. 
Much loss ba^ been caused through 
Ignorance on the part of growers. Vast 
quantities of fruit were shipped that should 
never have been permitted to leave the 
State. 
Much arrived here in an utterly 
wortbless condition, and did m uch, not 
alone to depress prices of fruit, but also to 
injure the fair reputation of California 
products. 
Statements of returns were shown the 
writer to-day by the agent of the California 
F ruit Union, and which are being mailed 
while this letter is under pen, that will 
make those who receive them despair. 
In 
m any instances the returns for double 
crates of Muscat and Tokay grapes will not 
exceed 35 cents, which is less than the cost 
of crates and baskets; and in some cases 
tbe net returns for plum s are 5 cents, out of 
which m ust come the cost of the box. 
For the past few days the m arket has 
been rather bare and prices better, first- 
class grapes selling from $2 50 to $3 50 a 
doable crate; and yet it was only this 
m orning that over 400 crates of Vacaville 
grapes, which arrived in 
bad condition 
in a $600-rate car by passenger train, were 
sold at 90 cents and $1 per crate, leaving 
the grower a net return of from 10 to 15 
cents per crate, out of which tbe cost of 
crates and baskets m ust be paid. By to­ 
morrow these same grapes would have de­ 
preciated so m uch in quality that half the 
above price could not have been realized. 
A 
F ruit 
Union train reached Chi­ 
cago 
to-day, 
and 
another 
train, 
forwarded by tfie 
Sacramento shippers, 
will arrive here to-morrow. This means 
another glut, 
m ore 
war, more sacri­ 
fices, more losses to shippers and growers, 
and more fan to the Chicago commission 
men and more dollars in the pockets of 
peddlers and street hucksters. 
Two 
facts appear to be self-evident: 
First, that as to being a protection to the 
grower and securing him living prices for 
his fruit, the Fruit Union thus far has not 
been able to realize the expectations of the 
growers. Second, the policy of dispatching 
fruit trains of 15 carload lots, one on the 
heels of the other, which upon arrival 
are to be disposed of by a few owners 
or individuals, is ruinous to the grower 
and a serious blow to the fruit interests of 
northern California, from which it may 


take m uch tim e to recover. 
W hile the 
writer is not yet prepared to offer any rem ­ 
edy, it is very evident that present condi­ 
tions can last only so loDg as growers and 
shippers are willing to pay for the privilege 
of giving their fruit away. 
A more thorough and extended inquiry 
into the Eastern fruit question may enable 
your correspondent to offer, in future let­ 
ters. some hints and suggestions that may 
be of interest. For the present he can but 
say that concerted action on the part of 
growers ami California shippers m ust be 
effected. 8hould both continue their pres­ 
ent policy, both m ust finally be ruined.

In d u s tria l E d u c a tio n . 
There is a new kind of school and there 
are new lessons and new teachers coming. 
Books we m ust have. To learn, we m ust 
read. 
But we may read all about boats, 
and yet we can never learn to sail a boat 
till we take the tiller in band and trim tbe 
sail before the breeze. The book will help 
wonderfully in telling us the names of 
things in the boat and, if we have to read 
about sailing, we shall more quickly learn 
to sa il; but we certainly never shall learn 
till we are in a real boat. 
We can read in 
a book how to turn a heel in knitting, and 
may commit to memory whole rales about 
“ throwing off two and purl four, ’ and all 
the re st; yet where is the girl who can 
learn to knit without having the needles in 
her hands ? 
This, then, is the idea of the new school 
—to use the bands as well as tbe eyes. 
Boys and girls who go to the ordinary 
schools, where only books are used, will 
graduate knowing a great d e a l; but a boy 
who goes to one of these new schools, 
where, besides the books, there are pencil* 
and tools, work-beneues as well as writing- 
books, wili know more. The other boys 
and girls may forget m ore than half they 
read, but be will remember everything he 
learned at the drawing-table or at the work­ 
bench. as long as be lives. 
H e will also re­ 
member more of that which he reads be­ 
cause his work with his hands helps him 
to understand what he reads. 
I remember long ago a tear-stained book 
of tables of weights and measures, and a 
teacher’s impatience with a .stupid child 
who could not m uster the “ tables." 
And 
I have seen a school where the tables were 
written on a blackboard—thus : ‘ two pints 
are equal to one quart," and on a stand iu 
the school-room was a pint measure and a 
tin quart measure, and a box of dry sand. 
Every happy youngster had a chance to fill 
that pint with sand and pour the sand in 
tbe quart measure. 
Two pints filled it. 
H e knew it. Did he not see it. did not 
every boy try it? A h! 
Now they knew 
what it all m eant. It was plain as day 
that two pints of sand were equal to one 
quart of sand ; and with m erry smiles those 
six-year old philosopheis learned tbe ta­ 
bles of m easures; and they will never for­ 
get them . This is, in brief, what is meant 
by industrial education. To learn by using 
the hands—to study from things as well as 
from books. This is the new school, these 
are the new lessons. The children who can 
sew, or design, or draw, or carve wood, or 
do joinerin^ work, or cast metals, or work 
in ciay and brass, are the best educated 
children, because they use their hands as 
well as their eyes and their brains. 
You may say that in such schools all the 
boys will become mechanics, and all tbe 
girls become dressmakers. 
Some may, 
m any will n o t; and yet whatever they do, 
be it preaching, keeping a store, or singing 
iu concerts, they will do their work better 
than those who only read in books.— Chas.

M A R IA S IN H E A V E N . 


B re a th in g T h r o u g h th e M o n th . 
Tight dressing, though the most serious 
hindrance to the habit of good breathing, 
is not the only obstacle. There are careless 
ways of sitting and standing that draw the 
shoulders forward and cramp the chest; 
and it is hard for the lungs to do good work 
when the chest is narrow and constricted 
as it is for a closely bandaged hand to set a 
copy of ciear, graceful penmanship. Then 
there are lazy ways of breathing, and one­ 
sided ways of breathing, and the particu- 
iarly bad habit of breathing through the 
mouth. 
Now the nose was m eant to 
breathe through, and it is marvelously ar­ 
ranged for filtering the im purities out of 
the air, and for changing it to a suitable 
tem perature for entering the lungs. The 
m outh has no such apparatus, and when 
air is swallowed through the m outh instead 
of breathed through the nose, it has an in ­ 
jurious effect upon the lungs. A story is 
told of an Indian who had a personal en­ 
counter with a white man m uch his supe­ 
rior in size and strength, and who was 
asked afterward if he was not afraid. “ Me 
never afraid of man who keeps m outh 
open, "was the imm ediate reply. 
Indeed, 
breathing through the m outh gives a fool­ 
ish and weak expression to the face, as 
you may see by watching any one asleep 
w ith the m outh open. 
It may be noted 
that an amemic, or low, condition of the 
blood is seldom found where there is an 
established habit of lull, deep breathing 
w ith the m outh closed.—Hellen C. Swar.ey. 


T h e S a il o r F i s h .— In the warm waters of 
the Indian ocean a strange m ariner is found 
that has given rise to m any curious tales 
among the natives of the coast thereabout. 
They tell of a wonderful sail often seen in 
the calm seasons preceding the terrible hur­ 
ricanes that course over those waters. Not 
a breath then disturbs the water, the sea 
rises and falls like a vast sheet,of glass; 
suddenly the sail appears, glistening with 
rich purple and golden hues, and seem­ 
ingly driven along by a m ighty wind. 
On 
it comes, quivering and sparkling, as if be­ 
decked with gems, but only to disappear as 
if by magic. M any travelers had heard 
with unbelief this strange tale; but one 
day the phantom craft actually appeared to 
the crew of an Indian steamer, and as it 
passed by under the stern of the vessel the 
queer "sail” was seen to belong to a gigantic 
sword-fish, now known as the sailor-fish. 
The sail was really an enormously devel­ 
oped dorsal fin that was over ten feet high, 
and was richly colored with blue ami iri­ 
descent tints; and as the fish swam along 
on or near the surface of the water, this 
great fin naturally waved to and fro, so 
that, from a distance, it could easily be 
m istaken for a curious sail. Some of these 
fishes attain a length of over twenty feet, 
and have large, crescent-shaped tails and 
long, sword-like snouts, capable of doing 
great damage. 
In tbe Mediterranean sea a 
sword-fish is found that also has a high 
fin, but it does not equal the great sword­ 
fish of the Indian ocean.—C. F. Holder in

Ventilation, regular nutrition, 
light clothing and, as far as possible, re­ 
mission of the pressnreof work are strongly 
indicated by the weather conditions under 
which we are now living, and we therefore 
venture to impress their im portance alike 
on employer and employed. 
Beer aud 
other stimulants are hurtful rather than 
helpful, and the substitution of non-intox­ 
icant cooling drinks for those beverages is 
a truly scientific and sanitary advance in 
public taste. Protection of tbe head is a 
subject which is now fairly-wcll under­ 
stood. It should not be forgotten that the 
neck as well as the cranium requires to be 
covered.

W hite soaps are safest.

After the hands are thor­ 
oughly dried use a few drops of m ixed 
glycerine and camphor, which the druggist 
can prepare for you. Drop into the palm 
of the hand and rub on the hands. This 
will be all that will be necessary to show 
decided improvements.— Good Housekeep­ 
ing.

At the lofty altitude of a sixth 
story, w ithout a lift, it was impossible to 
escape duns or visitors through any back 
door. 
There was 
a flavor of reality 
about the incidents that occurred which 
tickled the fancy of theater goers and made 
it a signal success. The embarrassments of 
Simon Buttercup ana Mrs. Daisy Buttercup 
were m atters of absorbing interest and 
amusement. The presentm ent of a stern 
and tyrannical parent was also touched 
with the hand of truth, and the cutting 
sarcasms leveled at paternal ambitions 
were hailed with applause. The author of 
the comedy was spoken of as a coming 
power. W ho was be? H itherto the m an­ 
ager had m aintained his incognito. N at­ 
urally, when the new thing at the Star was 


talked of at every dinner-table, it soon 
came to Mr. M cKilligin’s ears th at it was 
w orth seeing. H e booked two stalls three 
weeks in advance, and in due course of 
tim e appeared at the theater with his meek 
wife. This lady, wh'o was tender-hearted, 
wept furtively in the love scenes between 
the young couple, but Mr. McKilligin only 
writhed uneasily at the Just ironies aimed 
at the mercenary moods and inclinations of 
parents. H e recognized a strange sim i­ 
larity of circumstances between the per­ 
formance and kis own experiences. 
His 
own sentiments, alm ost his own words, 
were faithfully re-echoed from the stage. 
H is counsels to his daughter sounded from 
other lips a very m aterialistic doctrine. 
By and by, between the acts, Mr. McKii- 
ligin began to look about the theater. To 
his surprise Margery and her husband 
were located in the stage box. 
There was 
som ething very uncomfortable about it all- 
Margery’s saucy eyes were fixed upon him , 
and she was sm iling in her most radiant 
mood. H e leveled hi3 glass at the next 
box as though he had not seen her. Pres­ 
ently the play was resumed and came to a 
happy term ination, with a benignant and 
repentant father giving advice 
to 
his 
younger children to follow the dictates of 
their own hearts. One by one the actors 
were recalled, a storm of applause follow­ 
ing. 
Finally some one set up a shout for 
“ author'’—á shout that had on other oc­ 
casions been in vain. There was a rustling 
in the stage box, and Margery and her hus­ 
band disappeared. 
The manager came for­ 
ward, announced that the joint authors 
were in the house, and would be happy to 
acknowledge the warm reception their play 
had received. 
In a moment, the curtain 
was pulled back, and Mr. McKilligin per­ 
ceived his son-in-law. Russell Dawe did 
not appear alone, hut Jed by the hand the 
half-reluctant Margery, who blushed and 
smiled in the most bewitching way. Such 
a partnership of wits was a novelty, and 
deafening cheers resounded as Margery 
courtseyed 
repeatedly. 
Mr. McKilligin 
turned very pale, and under cover of the 
applause commanded his wife’s instant de­ 
parture. 
He could never now enjoy the 
exquisite satisfaction of playing the be­ 
nignant father and paying his son-in-law’s 
debts. 
Russell Dawe continues to write plays 
conjointly with his wife, and he derives no 
small advantage from them . 
He is held in 
high repute by managers in these days. 
Messrs. riweet <fc Sawder were duly paid in 
full, but did not receive Mr. Dawe's patron­ 
age for the fitting up of his beautiful new 
residence in the Addison Road. To please 
her husband, Margery ravishes the public 
eye in charm ing, eccentric garments, but, 
for some reason of her own, is never witty 
or brilliant in genera! society. 
It is the 
common opinion of her acquaintances that 
Mrs. Russell Dawe’s pretty head had not 
m uch inside it. The world whispers that 
she has a very sm all share in the produc­ 
tion of the popular plays. Of course her 
worshiping husband—for Russell is known 
to be still a devoted lover—endeavors his 
utm ost to reflect the aureole of his talent 
upon her. But it will not do. and you can­ 
not deceive us 1 
Mrs. Margery smiles and is well pleased 
when such rem arks are reported to her 
ears, or critics insinuate disparagement of 
her pretensions to authorship. But Russell 
is much more hum ble regarding his own 
powers in these days. 
He knows th at it 
sometimes happens that a little dust blinds 
a great m ajority. I am ot opinion that, if 
the truth were known, his only share of 
work is the transcribing of Mrs! Margery’s 
untidy copy.— Whitehall Reekie.

WINE FROM DRIED FRUIT. 


A n In d u stry an d M ethod G row in g o u t o f 
N e ce ssity —Its P r e se n t S tatu s. 


W hen the ravages of the phylloxera first 
devastated the vineyards of France the im ­ 
ports of raisins and currants into that 
country were very small, am ounting only 
to between 0,000 and 7,000 tons a year. The 
failure of the vintage for several years in 
succession influenced French wine makers 
to turn their attention to the dried grapes 
known as raisins and currants. 
It might 
be expected that a people who displayed 
such peculiar ability to make a stim ulating 
drink out of a cup of water and a piece of 
sugar would soon find a method to make a 
wholesome wine out of dried fruit. Such 
has been the progress of this business that 
for the last three years the imports of cur­ 
rants and raisins have averaged 65,000 tons 
or au increase of nearly 00,000 tons in seven 
years. 
The m agnitude of this business, 
which is comparatively new, can be more 
correctly estimated when it is known that 
those im ports represent no less than 270,000 
t ms of fresh grapes. 
It was only natural, when the extent of 
the business became known, that there 
should be com plaints from the wine-grow­ 
ers. The Government’s attention was called 
to the fact th at French wine-growers were 
suffering from this competition, and the 
M inister of A griculture ordered an investi­ 
gation. The report is favorable to wine 
m anufactured from dried raisins and cur­ 
rants. The preparation of the wine, ac­ 
cording to this report, is simple. The dried 
fruit is put into a vat with water at a 
tem perature of C8° Fahrenheit, there being 
55 gallons of water to every 100 pounds of 
fruit. 
At times a small quantity of sugar 
is added, in order to assist fermentation, 
which as a rule soon occurs, and generally 
continues for a week or two. A t the end of 
this period the water is drawn off and the 
wine is made. 
As a rule it is of a very pale 
color. 
W hen highly-colored wine is re­ 
quired it is mixed with the very darkest 
Spanish wine. 
The?e wines, when made, 
contain froiu six to ten per cent, of alco­ 
hol, bbt they have very little tannin and do 
not keep long. 
The greater part of the supply of fruit is 
obtained from Greece and Turkey. 
Of cur­ 
rants alone France imported the last two 
years 80.000 tons. 
The demand for this 
quarter has greatly enhanced the price. 
The production has hot increased, rem ain­ 
ing almost stationary. 
W hile the imports 
into the United .States decreased from 12,­ 
500 tons in 1883 to 7.400 tons last year, 
those of France increased from 20,260 tons 
to 40,000 tons for the same period. The 
fruit from the Ionian Islands are most de­ 
sirable, because in curing it is allowed to 
remain upon the tree until dried, the stem 
being twisted in order to prevent the sap 
from ascending. The average price of the 
dried grapes in France, duty paid, is 5 
cents a pound, the duty being one-half 
cent a pound. 
The cost of producing 
wine from them is small. 
Allowing a fair 
profit above the cost of production, it can 
be sold at 16 cents a gallon. This wine, 
the report says, “ is perfectly wholesome, 
possessing m any of the properties of the 
the wine made from the juice of the fresh 
grape, and to be infinitely preferable to the 
m ixtures, most of them very deleterious, 
sold as genuine wine.” 
This wine is not only made to sell, but it 
is made by the housewife, and for this rea­ 
son the consumption of it has greatly in­ 
creased. It can be made at a sm all cost. 
This new wine has opened the door for an 
Increased consumption of the small grape 
grown in the great archipelago, and might 
induce the Ionians to m ake wine them ­ 
selves. Already Cyprus is exporting wine to 
France, and the industry may spread along 
the southeast of Europe. One thing is 
snre, it will prevent this m arket being 
overloaded w ith currants and raisins, and 
it will give our raisin producers an oppor­ 
tunity to obtain a fair price for their prod­ 
uct.— Bradstreet's Saturday, August 21. 1886.

THE INSULT 
TO THE 
NATURALIZED 
CITIZEN. 


W hen 
the claim is advanced that 
there is virtue in a ticket that promises 
special preferment for this or that repre­ 
sentative of fc reign nationality, we are 
overcome by unutterable disgust. W hat 
virtue is there, superior to citizenship, in 
being of foreign parentage? 
W hat kind 
of national strength can we hope to de­ 
velop from the outgrowth of a sentiment 
that gives birth to the demand for degrees 
of Americanism? 
Why should there be 
Jrish-Americans, 
German-Americans or 
native Americans ? 
There is no prefix 
known to language that can ennoble the 
word American. 
It is the supremest title 
to which any man in this favored land can 
or should aspire. When the foreign prefix 
is added upon the title of American citi­ 
zenship, it is at the cost of the integrity of 
the latter. 
We have faith enough in the mass of the 
intelligent foreigners in America to be­ 
lieve that this clap-trap and hollowness 
about “catching their votes” with a shib­ 
boleth that parts its name in the middle 
disgusts them. 
If they are at all fit to 
be American citizens, it is because they 
realize the immense superiority of this 
form of government over that they have 
abandoned. If they took the oath of citi­ 
zenship sincerely, it is because they were 
honest in forswearing allegiance to all for­ 
eign potentates and princes. 
They may 
and should feel kindly for the soil of their 
birth, and we would be the last to re­ 
proach the sentiment that clings with 
foittlness to “the old home.” But to say to 
these raéti that they classify themselves 


according to the nationality they UftY? 
abandoned, is to insult them by the in­ 
timation that they are here for refuge and 
not from conviction; that they do not 
realize that the government that is based 
on the consent of the governed is so infin­ 
itely superior to all other forms that they 
are not to be mentioned in the same 
breath. 
W here else under the light of Heaven 
is there such opportunity for the individ- 
val as is here offered to all men ? Where 
else in all the broad world is it the priv­ 
ilege of every man 
to rise 
superior 
to birth 
and circumstance? By 
what 
other 
nation 
is woman 
taken from 
the fields, and men 
from the 
ranks 
of the conscripts of all nations of Europe, 
and planted npon the broad platform of 
human equality, opportunity and privi­ 
lege? 
These men of foreign birth are 
alive to the fact that here there is no law 
of entail; that here no title passes by birth, 
and none is conferred by statute; that 
primogeniture is an unknown quantity in 
the distribution of the rights of m en; 
that wealth by neither law nor social sys­ 
tem can be kept in aggregation ; that the 
f*tate demands no more service of one than 
of another; that it does not harvest the 
Rower of the family to harness it in arms 
to awe the governed class into submission ; 
that the one sovereign is self; that the re­ 
sponsibility of the citizen is to himself, 
and to no other may he answer; that there 
is here no limit to aspiration, no curb to 
honest ambition. 
It is the rankest heresy in such a land, 
under such a Government, to talk of classi­ 
fications by nationalities. 
Such doctrine 
ought to meet w ith the rebuke of every 
self-respecting naturalized citizen. 
Every 
m an who traces his imm ediate lineage be­ 
yond the seas should treat it as a personal 
insult when the political demagogue claims 
his support because this, th at or the other 
tick et has upon it the name of a candidate 
who is of foreign birth. If ever there is 
evolved an American party as opposed to 
foreign-born 
citizens, the disposition of 
gome foreigners to be hooked on to this 
sort of barb will more than all else con­ 
tribute to its birth. 
L et every intelligent foreigner remem­ 
ber when th e politician says to him 
'• You should vote w ith me because I have 
_put one of your people on my ticket,” that 


PARDON VS. PA RO LE. 


A t the recent debate in San Francisco 
before the Penological Commission, one 
enthusiast in the belief of convict refor­ 
mation in prison insisted th at there are 
two hundred men in San Q uentin to-day 
who ought to be pardoned forthw ith. 
This, because by observance of prison rules, 
respectful behavior, etc., they show that 
they have repented their past, and are dis­ 
posed to lead better lives in the future. 
This may be so. 
But th at good conduct 
in prison is certainly indicative of moral 
reformation is not true. 
No such moral 
therm om etric gauge can be adopted with 
safety. 
There are other incentives to good 
behavior than reformation. 
The hope of 
pardon, the lowering of the period of in­ 
carceration by credits gained ; these induce 
men to behave who have not abandoned in 
their hearts their warfare against society. 
The better test, in fact the only test th at is 
specific, is th at which exposes the prisoner, 
as such, to contact w ith the world. 
U nder the parole system, therefore, is to 
be found the true method of sounding a 
convict’s apparent reform. Turn him loose 
to mingle w ith the world, but still retain 
over him the authority of the prison of 
fieials. 
Remove from him the “ necessity” 
th at is so largely the excuse for return to 
criminal paths, place before 
him 
the 
strongest incentives to lead a good life, 
coupled with the certainty th at if he does 
not he will be returned to prison, and all 
his record of credit be obliterated, and if 
the man is sincere in his apparent “ re­ 
form,” the fact will very soon and em­ 
phatically be made evident. 
Suppose the “ two hundred” to be par­ 
doned out of hand to-day. 
The State 
turns them out w ith five dollars in the 
purse of each. 
Long before they can get 
outside of the prison atmosphere and find 
employment the pitiful sum will he ex­ 
hausted. 
The police immediately “ spot” 
the men as ex-convicts, and thus impede 
their efforts to lead honorable liv es; so­ 
ciety lifts its hands to repulse them in 
their plea for employment ; old crim inal 
companions, in case they do secure labor, 
levy blackmail upom them by threatening 
the revelation th at they are “jail birds.’ 
A t the last sore need and these influences 
prevail, and in desperation they return to 
their old ways—at least, we can safely as­ 
sume th at three-fourths of them will do so. 
On the other hand, if the two hundred 
are paroled, they go out of prison boldly 
as wards of the State ; their true character 
is not concealed; they are free from police 
surveillance. 
Back of them are the prison 
authorities, to insure them against want 
and im position; they bear certificates of 
capacity and good behavior ; they are not 
turned out, indeed, until places are secured 
for them in which to labor. 
They report 
weekly to the authorities. 
They account 
for their earnings and expenditures to the 
Prison Commission. They are freed utterly 
from the persecutions of old convicts. 
T heir ultim ate freedom is dependent upon 
their sobriety, industry and general good 
conduct. They are forbidden to use liquors, 
to visit saloons, dives, and low resorts, or 
to associate with the vicious or depraved. 
They know th at th e slightest infraction of 
the rules laid down for them will result in 
their return to prison to serve out their 
full term s with loss of all credits gained. 
They also know that every day of good be­ 
havior while paroled shortens the period 
of probation and rapidly brings nearer 
the hour when they will be made free, in­ 
deed. 
Let any intelligent being compare the 
conditions, and say w hether under the lat­ 
ter there is not far greater likelihood of 
real “ reform,” and hence of greater good 
to the State and actual decadence in the 
numerical strength of tlie crim inal class ? 


READS IT A LESSON. 


The New Y ork World is honest in its 
partisanship, and in its protest against the 
Democratic platform of its party in Cali­ 
fornia. 
Of all Democratic journals the 
World is the leader—head and shoulders 
above them all. 
In commenting upon the 
plank in the Democratic platform of the 
party in this State demanding the removal 
of all Republicans in office not holding 
under civil service rules, and the appoint­ 
ment of Democrats in their place, the

ARBO k DAY 
E RRORS. 


W hen the idea of an Arbor Day for Cali­ 
fornia was broached it was the central 
thought th at the people, notably the chil­ 
dren, should be cultivated to a taste for tree 
planting and the care of trees. 
I t will be 
of no earthly use for the trees to be 
planted by the 40,000 school children of 
San Francisco, if they are not to be cared 
for by the children until they no longer 
need care. 
Yet we learn that in San Francisco the 
order has been given that the children 
may convey Mr. Sutro’s gifts to the Presidio 
and there plant them. Snppose several 
thousand do so, who is to care for them, 
and what will become of the idea of in­ 
culcating 
in the children a love for 
arboriculture ? 
The order should be revoked and the 
children instructed to plant the trees 
about their own homes, or along the streets 


where they can see th e m from d a y to d a y , 
water and protect them, a n d take prid<€ in 
their progress to maturity. 
There is no 
fund provided by State or Federal Gov- 
m ent to pay anyone for Caring for the 
trees if planted at the Presidio, and if there 
were, the best feature of the scheme will 
be lost unless those who plant nurture the 
trees also. 
W e trust Mr. Joaquin M iller, 
M r. Sutro and M r. Forem an will see to it 
th at th e error in the order at San F ran ­ 
cisco is corrected. 
Still another blunder has been made. 
November 27th was fixed upon as Arbor 
Day. 
There is everything in having uni 
form ity of action by the people in this 
m atter. 
The 27th falls on Saturday, and 
thus business men, because of the Saturday 
half holiday, will be enabled to take part 
in the tree planting. 
B ut the Board of 
Education of San Francisco has assumed 
power to change the date so far as the 
school children of th at city are concerned, 
and has announced its desire th a t on the 
26th the children plant the trees furnished 
them . 
W hy this change is made is incon­ 
ceivable. 
Probably, however, it is the re­ 
sult of the inordinate vanity of official 
power in San Francisco, which uniformly 
delights in distinguishing itself from all 
activity in the interior. 
It is to be hoped 
th at the children will ignore the request of 
tlie Board. Saturday is a holiday for them, 
and the School Directors cannot prevent 
the little ones celebrating a joyous inaugu­ 
ration on the same day w ith adult citizens.

T1IE 
MECHANICS’ IN STITU TE 
FA IR 
BEH IN D . 
The San Francisco Daily Report of Sep­ 
tember 28th says of the Mechanics’ Insti­ 
tute Fair at San Francisco, that the receipts 
for the recent exposition were $3,000 less 
than last year, and that but little interest 
was manifested in the exhibits. It adds : 
“ Tbe exhibitors complain of this, and say 
the fair, which they patronized for tbe pur­ 
pose of advertisement, was of no benefit to 
them . Meanwhile visitors, as a rule, de­ 
clare that the fair just closed was tbe dullest 
and least interesting ever held by the Insti­ 
tute.” 
The Rejtort contends that tbe cause of the 
failure was tbe lack of sufficient premium 
offers for country exhibits. The premiums 
offered were not large enough to pay the 
cost of m aking an exhibit. 
The Report 
says: “The result was that tbe only counties 
contending were Placer and Sonoma. The 
former was much better represented at tbe 
State Fair than it wa3 here, and the latter 
did not show a tithe of what it would have 
shown had it been stimulated by the hope 
of w inning a liberal premium. 
Naturally 
enough, in spite of the fine show of fruit 
during the last weeks of the fair, the pub­ 
lic was disappointed. 
It felt it had been 
m eanly treated, and that an institution so 
anxious to get money to pay off a mortgage 
should certainly be willing to spend a few 
dollars to achieve that object. 
Thus the 
receipts dropped $3,000, instead of increas­ 
ing $10,000, owing to the short-sighted 
policy of a management which teared to 
throw away a sprat to catch a w hale.” 


M ic h a e l D a v itt. 
[Com m unicated.] 
Michael D avitt was born in 1846, in the 
county of Mayo, Ireland. 
H is father was 
a farmer, who was among the m any thou­ 
sand victims of those wholesale evictions 
so familiar to every reader of Irish history. 
Mr. Davitt was but four years old when he 
saw his hom e destroyed. 
Ilis father and 
m other went to England and settled in the 
little town of Haslingden, in Lancashire. 
H is m other was in the habit of frequently 
repeating the details of their cruel eviction 
from the little hom e of their forefathers. 
The terrible scenes thus described were 
deeply riveted in the m ind of Davitt, and 
have been tbe fiercest incentive to his eter­ 
nal hostility to landlordism. 
W hen lie was still a child he was sent to 
a mill to work, and there he was, by an 
accident, deprived of his right arm. One 
night he went to hear an address on an 
Irish subject. The wrongs of Ireland were 
narrated by an eloquent tongue. 
All the 
latent forces and unformed notions in Dav- 
itt’s nature were at once crystallized, and 
from that hour he became an ardent Irish 
Nationalist. 
He soon became an active 
member of the Fenian organization, and 
took part in tlie attempted seizure of Ches­ 
ter Castle. Unable to shoulder a rifle, with 
his single arm he carried a sm all store of 
cartridges in a bag made from a pocket- 
handkerchief. 
On May 1-4, 1870, he was arrested in Lon­ 
don along with an Englishman named 
John W ilson, a gunsm ith of Birmingham, 
and he was convicted m ainly on the evi­ 
dence of an informer named Corvdon, and 
sentenced to fifteen years’ penal servitude. 
It is impossible for a man, no m atter w hat 
his nationality, to read Davitt’s account of 
the sufferings and 
indignities through 
which he bad to pass w ithout feelings of 
burning anger. 
A 
rebel against laws 
which had broken up his home and cast 
his father and m other out upon the road­ 
side ; which bad impoverished and exiled 
those nearest and dearest to him, he had 
resorted to the only means w ithin his 
reach to vindicate his wrongs. F or doing 
this he was sent, like thousands of his 
fellow countrym en before’ and since, to 
herd with 
murderers, pickpockets and 
burglars—cast into solitary confinement, 
was overworked, underfed, and exposed to 
ail changes of the seasons. 
After seven years and seven m onths of 
this dread sutfering he was released on 
W ednesday morning, December 19, 1877. 
A series of enthusiastic receptions awaited 
him . 
He proceeded on a lecturing tour 
throughout England and Seotland. 
Later 
on he left for America, and landed in New 
York in August, 1878. Some of the leaders 
among the Irish Nationalists in America 
had begun to see that tlie policy of physi­ 
cal force was impracticable. A new depart­ 
ure was proposed in the shape of a reform 
of the land system of Ireland and tbe es­ 
tablishm ent of a peasant proprietary. Dav­ 
itt joined hands with John Devoy and 
others in this scheme, and returned to Ire­ 
land to preach the new crusade. 
The first meeting of the uew-bom Land 
League was held at Irishtown, in the 
county ot Mayo, on April 20, 1879. 
For 
nearlv two years he was unceasingly at 
work’ with tlie zeal of another Peter the 
H erm it in preaching the new gospel, in 
m aking appeals for the relief 
of 
the 
distressed, and in organizing branches 
of the Land 
League. 
In the m onth 
of February, 1881, he was again arrested, 
on the pretense of having violated the con­ 
ditions of his ticket-of-leave, and without 
anv form of trial was consigned again to a 
convict prison, w here he remained for more 
than a year. 
Up in his release he again re­ 
sumed the old work of fighting against 
landlordism, and striving to ameliorate the 
condition of the laboring classes, as un­ 
daunted as ever. Neither dungeon nor 
chain nor brutal treatm ent could subdue 
the heroic spirit of Davitt. No wonder 
that his name is dear to tbe Irish people 
a n d sympathizers with suffering hum anity 
the world over. Among the laboring classes 
in England he is held in as much respect 
almost as in Ireland.

Red Bluff, 76° and no rainfall; 
Sacramento, 68° and no rain fall; San Fran­ 
cisco, 60° and .01 of an inch of rain ; Keel­ 
er, 74° and no rain fall; Los Angeles, 65° 
and .10 of an inch of rain ; San Diego, 06° 
and no rainfall. 
It will be seen that Sacra­ 
m ento’s m ean tem perature for September 
was 3° higher or warm er than Los Angeles, 
and 2° w arm er than San Diego, although 
they are m any miles south of this point, 
and iu the supposed Paradise of the world. 
Sacramento is far ahead of them in clear 
days. 
T he highest and lowest Signal Service 
tem perature in this city yesterday were 70° 
and 50°, with gentle southerly winds and 
clear weather.

MILITARY NOTES. 


The Annual Target Practice—The Trip to 
Folsom a Great Success. 
The practice at Folsom by the city com­ 
panies, September 26th, was profitable to 
those participating, and was also a source 
of great pleasure. It was the first tim e in 
several years that the companies went in a 
body, and it was rem arked by A djutant 
General Cosby and his assistant, Colonel 
Perrife Kewen, that the personnel and be­ 
haviour of the men was all that could be 
desired. The accuracy in shooting was not 
up to the standard, particularly in Com 
pany G. 
It was more noticeable in this 
company than in any other because m uch 
was expected from the officers and men. 
who take a great delight in target practice. 
The direction of the fire, we believe, affected 
the shooting more than any other cause, 
the sun being alm ost in the men'9 faces 
during the entire practice, and in the open 
field the result is never as good as on the 
company ranges; 
but this m akes such 
practice all the more necessary. The volley 
firing, everything considered/was excellent 
Company G averaging over 50 per cent., 
wills B a close second, and A close up to it. 
E made the lowest score in volley firing, 
but its second volley (34) was as high as 
scored by anv company, the only other 
reaching that figure being Company A . We 
think it would be in order if they would 
continue this practice at their ranges, and 
believe this mode of firing would bring 
about more competition between the com­ 
panies, and consequently lead to more 
practice on the part of the officers and men. 
In

contest 
Sunday commissioned 
officers were haired, in order that the men 
m ight he encouraged, and it is understood 
that the twelve men of G who won the 
prize will contest for it at the range, the 
good shots being handicapped to m ake it 
an equal thing all around. 
In addition to the shooting at Folsom, 
there were various games, such as baseball, 
broad sword contests, in which Colonel 
Kewen got away with the honors, and all 
the scars also, which he wanted to divide 
w ith the chief, but General Cosby is too 
old a campaigner to get caught out. A, E

with 
its invited 
guests. The visit to the prison was a most 
enjoyable one, m ade so by the W arden, 
General McComb, and his able corps of 
officers and guards, and the delightful 
music of the regim ental band no doubt 
was a source of pleasure to the hundreds 
of poor prisoners, im m ured behind blocks 
of solid granite and stout prison bare, and 
who looked to the pitying outsiders enjoy­ 
ing good sunshine, like wild anim als in 
their cages. 
It is marvelous what a beauti­ 
ful spot has been created out of the rugged 
hills about the prison under the adminis­ 
tration of the present W arden. 
It m ust be 
seen to be appreciated, and is well worth a 
visit. 
On the retnm to Folsom, the W arden’s 
private car was placed at the disposal of the 
officers and the trip further made pleasant 
by the ever-pieasant company of Colonel 
Kewen, who is quite a favorite with the 
officers and men of the regiment. The 
freedom of the best table in the prison 
basement was tendered him by the captain 
of the guard. Tbi.- table contains nothing 
bat besns (no tripe), and is held in reserve 
for prisoners whose conduct is considered 
Al." 
The people of Folsom enjoyed the visit 
of the regiment, and it was perhaps the 
first tim e in its history that a regimental 
dress parade was witnessed in its streets. 
The town does not look very inviting at 
present, owing to the late fire, but the peo­ 
ple are not disheartened, and are putting 
their shoulders to the work ot placing their 
beloved city on a better footing than ever. 
The magnificent water power running to 
waste at its feet will doubtless at some fu­ 
ture day make it one oí the busiest m anu­ 
facturing places on the coast. 
The trip home was enlivened by singing 
and recounting incidents of previous trips 
to camp and elsewhere, and the throng at 
the depot and along the line of m arch to 
to the arm ory m ade the boys feel that they 
had been away for weeks, particularly the 
im m ortal private Scroggs, of Company A, 
and of Camp Stoneman fame. 
Trips like 
this should be more frequent. They create 
an enthusiasm in the companies and regi­ 
m ent, and cement the good feeling between 
officers and men, and takes all out of the 
rut of weekly drills. The Legislature of 
the coming w inter will, from present indi­ 
cations, do som ething for the National 
Guard which will m ake the members feel 
that their services are appreciated, and put 
the force on a better tooting than it has yet 
been in this State.

OFFICIAL PROCLAMATION 


Proclamation. 


Bt ste o r California, 
E xf.cut.te Departm ent, 
Sacramento, July 31,1886.

HEREAS, TH E LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of C alifornia, at its Tw enty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen h undred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of ail th e m em bers elected to each o f the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following am endm ent of 
Sections One, E ight, Ten a n d E leven of A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution of the State of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E ft O N E . 


Section 1. All property in th e State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder the laws of the 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to Its 
vaiue, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The w ord property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys.

credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises an d all 
other m atters and things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership: provided, 
th a t grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay beioug to 
th e U nited States, this State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ith in th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be an d shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty: and, 
provided further, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided' in Section Ten of th is article; and, 
provided further, th a t the Legislature m ay pro ­ 
vide for th e exem ption from taxation of ships 
and vessels owned mid registered or enrolled in 
th is Btate, or m ay tax such ships and vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature m ay also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona Jide residents of th is State. 
Double taxation in any form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u nder oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at tw elve o'clock m eridian on the 
first M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in th e county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district in w hich it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. 
Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al tax of tw o and 
a h a lf per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
w ithin th is State, of such railroad, for th e year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations an d th eir 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as 
p ari of such railroad, an d upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the m ort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on th e thirty-first day ot Decem ber last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by th e State Board o f Equalization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be ore- 
scribed by said B oard; provided, how ever, th a t 
the leg islatu re m ay at any tim e pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout this State, the gross a n ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


Firm- T he g:o.-« earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned w holly 
w ithin th is State. 


Second—'The gross earnings w hich, during the 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout this State, w hich shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een th is State and o th er Stales or T errito­ 
ries, iu the proportion w hich th e num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is State, and 
used la m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin th e State, and the total th u s obtained 
shall be taken aud deem ed to be th e grosa earn ­ 
ings of such railroads for ail purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose of thU 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be addea 
to the earnings m ade w holly w ithin thia State, 
ail railroads operated as une system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third of th e tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads under th e provision* or th is section 
shall becom e p art of the General F und of this 
State. aDd two th ir ls thereof shall be paid to 
the county or C8untie3 in w hich said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of th e rail­ 
road operated in the several counties. For the 
purposes of th is section a consolidated eity and 
county shall be treated asaeo u n ty . Any corpo­ 
ration, association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlaw fully failing or refusing to pay the 
ta x herein provided, w hen the sam e shah be­ 
come due. or w ithin thirtv days thereafter, shall 
be deem ed to have waived th e ir rig h t to operate 
th eir railroads w ithin this State. The taxes 
herein provided for, together w ith such penalties 
as th e Legislature m ay im pose for the non pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon th e property 
hereinbefore In th is section designated, and may 
be enforced in such m anner as th e Legislature 
m ay by law prescribe. A11 railroads, so far as 
the sam e are situated w ithin th e boundaries of 
any com m on school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem ta x for school purpose* voted by 
th e electors of the district, at a special election 
held for th at purpose, the sam e as o th er prop­ 
erty situated w ithin th e district, an ything in 
th is article to th e contrary notw ithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
■within th e boundaries of any incorporated d ty 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 


for m unicipal purposes the sam e as other p ro p ­ 
erty situated th erein , anything in this article to 
the contrary notw ithstanding. 


Sec. 11. Incom e taxes m ay be assessed a n d 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or com panies, resident or doing 
business in th is State, or any one or m ore of 
them , in such cases and am ounts and in such 
m an n er as shall be prescribed by law . No C ourt 
w ithin th is State shall have p o w e i by in ju n c­ 
tion or otherw ise, to Interfere w ith, h in d e r o r 
delay the collection of any ta x la if u n d er th e 
form of law , ex cep t upon a show L 
th a t th e 
sam e property has been taxed m ore th an once 
for th e sam e purpose in the sam e year, and th en 
onl.' upon p aym ent to th e T ax Collector, o rin tc 
Court, ot a sum equal to the am ount of one of 
the taxes so laid upon the property in question; 
provided, th at in all cases actions m ay be m a in ­ 
tained against th e Tax Collect >r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid u n d er protest. All such actions 
m ust be com m enced w ith in th irty days a fte r 
Buch illegal taxes have been p aid .’ It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in w hich such actions 
m ay be brought, to try them , upon th e request 
o f eith er party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. an d such tax es so paid u n d er protest sh all 
be retained by th e Tax Collector, or such o th er 
officer as th e L egislature m ay designate, u n til 
such actions sh all have been finally decided. 


N othing in th is am endm ent shall affect a n y 
assessm ent or ta x heretofore m ade or levied, o r 
interest th ereo n , or any penalty heretofore in ­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount o f any such assessm ent, tax . interest o r 
penalty; an d all law s in force at th e adop'ion of 
this am endm ent, not inconsistent th erew ith , 
shall rem ain in full force an d effect u ntil altered 
o r repealed by th e Legislature. The first levy 
and paym ent of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, sh all be m ade in th e vear eig h teen 
h undred and eighty-six. and shall be upon th e 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for th e en tire year o f eighteen h u n d red 
an d eighty-five.

Professor Y oung observes th a t th e com ets 
are th e m ost im pressive an d at th e sam e 
tim e th e least significant of th e heavenly 
bodies. 
Since th e beginning o f th e C hrist­ 
ian era 660 com eta have Seen recorded, 
those antedating th e telescope being such 
only as w ere visible to the naked eye. F rom 
three to six are u sually discovered each 
year. 
Som e of them are best know n by 
th e nam es of th eir discoverers, as D onati’g 
com et or E ncke’s c o m e t; 
b u t science 
know s them also bv num bers and letters, 
as com et No, 1 of 1866 or com et A of 1S8^. 
T he letter refers to th eco m et first discovered 
in th e p articular year, w hile th e h u m eral 
refers to th a t w hich w as iirst to go around 
th e su b, so th a t cornet N o. 1 and com et 
A m ay n o t be t^ e sa m e ./ T he b right or 
large com ets <’„o n o t appear w ith equal fre­ 
quency in Vne different centuries.

there being tw elve o r fourteen com ets 
w hose initial m otion w ould have carried 
them indefinitely

passed at a sufficient distance from this 
great p lan et in going forth, b u t w hich can­ 
not escape from his attraction and m ust 
continue as attendants on th e solar sys­ 
tem .

A correspondent—H. S. tie Eoeliement— 
writes the following to the P.ed JiiulT Senti­ 
nel : 


Horn and bred a working farmer in the 
“ Old Granite State —New Ham pshire— 
thoroughly conversant with all the varied 
crops, fruits, dairy and stock products 
which Eastern farmers were compelled to 
labor hard, through sum m er heat and win­ 
ter cold, through snow, mud, frost and 
drought, in order to wrest a decent living 
from a soil worn by constant cropping for 
m any long years, i am surprised beyond 
measure to see here, in a land so bounti­ 
fully blest by nature, so m any farmers so 
ready to condemn and disparage this coun­ 
try, simply because of the poor results how 
being seen, because they adopted a policy 
for years which was only to raise wheat 
and barley, w ith more or less stock, in a 
slip-shod way. 
i suv slip-shod, and the 
facta will bear me out; for nowhere, out­ 
side of California, could such a system be 
productive of enough to support, much less 
make independent, the peopie at large. 
In the East every farmer raises all his 
potatoes, cabbage, cum. beans, peas, etc., 
lruit of all kinds which the clim ate there 
will allow, and he has a little of each to 
sell. H e raises his poultry, sells at least 
eggs enough to buy all the family grocer­ 
ies, and enough dressed poultry every year 
to clothe the family. H eraisesa few hogs, 
and instead of selling them for two and a 
half or three or even four cents per pound, 
and then paying eighteen cents per pound 
for smoked hams, he dresses them , salts 
down his pork, smokes or has his hams 
smoked, tries out his lard and has a supply 
of fresh meat all winter, and pork, l.ird and 
hams the year round. H e kills a calf, sheep 
or even a cow occasionally, to provide him ­ 
self and family with fresh meat. 
If he has 
too much for his family at one time, his 
neighbors are ready to buy a quarter or 
more and thus “ change round" in that 
way. He has hay to sell each year. 
All 
his grain is fed at home and more bought, 
for he feeds well. H is crop of winter ap­ 
ples are always good for a snug sum in 
cash. 
H is cows furnish milk, which is 
sold to supply the cities and towns or made 
into butter, for which there is always 
a ready sale. 
Even one good cow has, in 
m any cases, furnished money enough to 
provide groceries enough for a large family. 
A horse or two, some cows or a yoke of 
oxen are sold fur cash. Other special crops 
provide money for profit and pleasure. And 
all the while, the thrifty farm er there seeks 
to improve his farm—plants a few- shade 
and ornamental trees each year and beau­ 
tifies his hom e—because it is home. 
H ere too m any seem to be floating—here 
this year, next year elsewhere—never sat­ 
isfied. Instead of putting out a few trees 
each year, building a better house, having 
a neat fence to inclose the front yard, a 
a few nut or fruit trees by the roadside, too 
m any homes look and are devoid of all 
beauty, as if the owner would gladly get 
away and “squat" elsewhere. No fruit is 
raised; no vegetables; in too m any cases 
no poultry or eggs. 
Many- farmers do not 
have (or hardly know what it isi good but­ 
ter for their table; and so it goes, and the 
intending settler gets sick and disgusted 
while trying to find a home here. 
1 am well aware that there are m any ex­ 
ceptions to this style of California farming, 
and everything points w ith a hand that can­ 
not be mistaken to a new era for our north­ 
ern country ; and soon it m ust roll all over 
this great valley, bringing new blood, new 
m ethods and certain prosperity. 
It has 
begun below us ; is beginning above us in 
Shasta county, and it only needs a little 
push, a united effort, to have it dawn here 
and rapidly fill up Teham a county with a 
class of Eastern people who have come to 
stay. 
They need $2,000 to $5.000 each, to do 
well, and be sure of success; but less will 
do, if men will be willing to work hard, be­ 
gin low and work up, let whisky alone and 
stick to fruit. 
In the fruits which this county can raise 
in abundant quantity, and of the very best 
quality, lies the future prosperity of this 
section. 
Diversified crops will then follow, 
and many little crops now deemed too in­ 
significant to be of consequence will prove 
to be sm all fortunes to those who cultivate 
them . 
W ith a clim ate requiring but a 
cheap shelter, with no long winters to eat 
up the profits; with a soil fertile and pro­ 
ducing in great abundance, by thorough 
cultivation alone, every fruit common to 
California (and that means common to 
America) this county must within five 
years be far, far ahead of its present status. 
It is of necessity bound to he so, and 
wise is he who sees the fact and prepares 
for it now. Let the slip-shod, roving never- 
do-wells g o ; let them seek fairer skies and 
a place where a fortune awaits every one, 
w hether he works intelligently or not, and 
the country is well rid of him . That place 
he will never find on this earth. Then fill 
his place with those who are content to 
work for the future, to some extent, while 
raising poultry, eggs, vegetables and mixed 
crops for present needs, till the fruit trees 
bear, and they will reap rich results, and 
find ten years hence the lands now worth 
$20 to $30 per acre, comm anding readily 
$100 to $300, and even $500 per acre, and 
the investm ent will pay a good percentage 
on these figures. 
Orchards and vineyards have been quoted 
as paying $100 and $500 profits each year, 
and 1 myself saw an apple orchard last 
week in this county which will net over 
$500 per acre; but 1 do not believe such av­ 
erage results will be obtained. I do believe, 
however, that fruits will pay $100 to $300 
yearly net profit, when in bearing, if well 
cultivated. 
We need no irrigation, and for 
shipping to Eastern m arkets our fruit leads 
the State. 
Drop the wheat, plant out and take care 
of orchards of orange, lemon, lime, olive, 
apple, pear, plum , prune, peach, apricot 
and other trees ; raise the raisin, table and 
wine grapes ; stick to it, and Teham a county 
will soon be where she belongs—in the 
front rank of fruit-producing counties in 
California. 
Money will be plenty ; labor 
in greater dem and; the m erchants and 
traders selling more goods, and all because 
of just utilizing, in a sensible m anner, the 
great and almost inexhaustible resources 
which this county contains in the way of 
fruit production. There is m oney in it 
there is health in i t ; it will make the boys 
and girls more contented; m ake home 
more like the Eastern hom e; beautify 
every farm and garden. 
Cut up the large tractsand let it be shown 
that ten acres will support a family, in 
fruits and poultry, and have more cash at 
the year’s end, if properly worked, than 
100 acres do now. 
It has been done else 
where, it can be done here, and it will be 
done. 
Let us all work to bring that time 
the faster.

Pr- p e r M ating of Fow ls. 
I am often asked the question, “ How is 
that my fowls grow sm aller year by 
year, lose their standard m arking, and my 
eggs hatch so poorly ?’’ 
My answer is in­ 
variably. 
My friend, you either pursue no 
system of mating, or if you have a system 
at all it is a wrong one. ‘ In this day and 
tim e there is no excuse for a breeder who 
allows his stock to run down, for alm ost in 
every poultry journal you will find articles 
from experienced breeders containing valu­ 
able hints to not only beginners but old 
fanciers as well. This is one of the beauties 
of the poultry business, you never grow 
too old to learn. 
I look for the m onthly or 
weekly appearance of m y poultry papers 
as eagerly as I would for a fifty-dollar order 
for fowls, because I know that in each of 
them I will find som ething to add to my 
store of poultry knowledge. 
I have many 
valuable birds living now that would 
probably be scratching in 
the 
silent 
land but for these papers. 
Let me re­ 
turn, however, to the object for which 
I commenced this article, 
speaking of 
right and wrong system of m ating: A 
great m any persons purchase a sitting or 
more of thoroughbred eggs, and if they are 
fortunate, probably rear about one-half of 
them . 
In due season these birds corp­ 
ulence to lay, and the eggs are given to the 
old hen to incubate. 
The breeder, ot 
course, expects to raise as fine stock as that 
he raised from the eggs he bough., and is 
of course disappointed, for remember he is 
breeding exclusively from 
stock raised 
from eggs he bought from one breeder. 
Had he purchased eggs from two or more 
breeders, set them separately, marked one 
brood to distinguish it from the other, and 
when the chicks arrived at m aturity mated 
the cockerels of one brood on the pullets of 
the other, and vice versa, he would then 
not have cause to complain of his stock 
running down so quickly, although even 
by this system they will gradually deterio­ 
rate. 
The best plan that i know of is to 
purchase the stock in the fall. 
You will 
then, by paying a goo^, price, get good 
fowls, and secure a living standard by 
which to select your future breeding stock. 
Now for my system. Select as many 
cockerels from your first season’s hatch as 
you will need the second season after that, 
and as m any pulltU —you will use the fol­ 
lowing season. The second season mate 
your old cock on the pullets you reserved, 
and if you do not wish to have your cocker­ 
els idle on your hands a whole season, mate 
them on the hens from last season. This 
is not advisable, although by this means 
you occasionally secure some fine speci­ 
mens. Select your pullets from your cock 
and pullet m ating for the next season. and 
bring in on them your cockerels which 
have by this time become cocks. 
This is to m y m ind aud in m y experience 
the only correct system of in-breeding. To 
parties who are not able to purchase new 
blood every season or so, I hope that this 
will be of benefit.— Chicago Foultnj Letters. 


E x p erim en tin g on P hylloxera. 
In the Spanish Wine and Olive Oil Journal 
Don Jaim e Serra Calvo, of Olot, relates 
that the trials with corn sown between 
phylloxerated vines for 
the 
voluntary 
transfer of the insect from the latter to the 
roots of the corn, which were reported to 
have been efficacious in Austria, are not 
reassuring to him . 
Mr. Calvo planted a 
hill vineyard four years ago, and from that 
time cultivated maize between the furrows, 
but to no eifect. His vines began to lan­ 
guish like those of other vineyards around 
his, and all perished. 
Mr. Calvo had also 
tried hemp, up to twenty seeds sown to 
every grapevine, without finding phyllox­ 
era on some hemp plant roots and only 
traces on others. 
The same gentleman has observed that 
the advance of the pest, once appearing in 
vineyard, is difficult to check. 
W hile 
finding out a focus of phylloxera, num er­ 
ous colonies of them have left the same to 
lay their eggs in another place, near or far. 
H e is of opinion that for kilometers around 
the focus the vines should be destroyed to 
check the spreading of the infection. 
In 
the district of Olot the Jacquez is the only 
American variety that has reached full pro­ 
duction, while with Iliparia, Solonis and 
Yialla people there have not had such suc­ 
cess. th e y find the Jacquez juice of fuller 
body and color and sweeter than Grenacbe 
and Monastrell grapes yield it there. Only 
while the American variety named stands 
fresh among the ruins of the fine Catalan 
viniferas, mildew is the enemy to the 
former. 
Plants affected by mildew treated 
before the end of June regained their health 
and freshness—non-treated mildewed Jac­ 
quez lost leaves and fruit. 


W hile our farmers are looking about lor 
som ething to take the place ot wheat, we 
ask them to look over the following figures 
on fruit-growing, given by one of the most 
reliable firms in the State, who have long 
been in the fruit business. 
One hundred and seventy plum trees fo 
the acre and 200 pounds of fruit to the tree 
gives a profit of $340 per acre. More trees 
to the acre m ay be grown, and 200 pounds 
is not a big crop to count upon. 
Seventy cherrv trees to an acre and 200 
pounds to each tree, calculating the fruit at 
5 cents a pound, gives $700 as the profits 
per acre for cherries. 
A good shipping or a good canning pear 
ought to produce fifteen boxes of fruit to 
each tree, and this at $1 a box will give 
$1,000 an acre. 
............ 
The Persian w alnut will yield at the rate 
of 300 pounds of nuts for each full-grown 
tre e ; 
33 trees to the acre will give 10,000 
pounds of nut», w hich at 8 cents a pound 
will give $800. 
The peach yields fine returns and so does 
the prune. 
. 
The profits on good raism grapes is very 
large, but more work and care is necessary 
to cure the crop. 
The profits on olives is 
estimated from $500 to $1,000 per acre. The 
profits on oranges is estimated by the Riv­ 
erside growers at $250 an acre. 
Exam ine 
these figures carefully, and see if it will 
not pay you to stop growing grain. Devote

B lo n d es an d B ru n e tte s in G erm any.— 
Professor Virchow has published in the 
Archcsfur Anthropologic the results of the 
statistics collected under his supervision 
regarding the relative num ber of blondes 
and brunettes in the German Empire. The 
statistics embrace as m any as 6,758,827 
school children. Of these more than one- 
half belong to the mixed type, and ot the | 
rem ainder about two-thirds belong to the j 
pure blonde and one third t,• the pu.'o 
brunette type; or more accurately, 54.15 
per cent, are of the mixed type, 31.80 of the 
blonde, 14.05 of the brunette type. The 
blondes do not decrease so rapidly toward 
the east as toward the south and west. 
In 
the m ixed type gray eyes and dark hair is 
the commonest form. 
Among the Jewish 
children there are three tim es as many 
brunettes as blondes, or 11 2 per cent, of 
blondes and 42 per cent, of brunettes. 


G lass f o r R a ilro a d s .—A glass as bard 
as any cast metal, and not more expensive 
than castiron, has been produced by F. 
Siemens, of Dresden. 
Experim ents are 
being made to determine w hether it can 
be used for rails on railways. Specimens 
of this hard glass have been founu suitable 
for mill-stones and railway sleepers.

SCHOOL PROPERTY. 


LOCATION, CONDITION AND VALUE 
OF BUILDINGS. 


H ow They A re F u rn ish e d —T he L ocal 
P rid e o f S acram en to —L a te 
Im provem ents. 


Sacramento has many things of which 
she is proud, and first among them is her 
admirable educational system and splendid 
school buildings. Yesterday a representa­ 
tiv e of the R il Obd-U nion accompanied the 
city Board of School Directors on a tour of 
inspection to all the school buildings in the 
city.' 
On the northeast corner of Fourth and 
Q streets are two large frame school build­ 
ings, occupying a quarter of a block, which 
furnishes ample play ground for the chil­ 
dren. The buildings are two story in hight, 
contain ten class rooms, in which the fifth, 
sixth, seventh and eighth grades are taught. 
The buildings are in excellent repair, as 
are also the outbuildings, fences and side­ 
walks. 
The water-closets are after the 
latest approved plans, self-regulating, and 
cement vaults. 
The Capital Primary, formerly the Capi­ 
tal Grammar, is an elegant two-story frame, 
with brick basement, on the west half of 
the block bounded by P and Q, Ninth and 


i entb streets. This is almost a new build­ 
ing. and contains eleven large, well-lighted 
and ventilated class-rooms, with numerous 
closets, cloak and hat rooms, wide hall­ 
ways, and furnished 
throughout with 
Wenzel's pneumatic clocks. On the other 
half of this block is the Capital Grammar 
ochool, recently erected. As a piece of 
architectural beauty, convenience, roomi­ 
ness. avenues of escape in case of fire, etc., 
this building stands without a rival. It has 
a substantial brick foundation, is a frame 
building two stories in hight, with immense 
hallways running the entire length, wash­ 
rooms with marble finish. 
The furni­ 
ture throughout this building is all new, 
the desks of the latest and most improved 
pattern, the hat and coat rooms marvels of 
convenience, the lighting and ventilation 
¿he very best. It contains fourteen large 
class-rooms, and by mean3 of folding doors 
an assembly room is obtained capable 
of holding a thousand pupils. The Princi­ 
pal has a large room, and the teachers a 
dining-room, kitchen and pantry, a con­ 
venience not obtained in any other school­ 
room in the city. Automatic clocks are in 
ill the rooms, and the bright new maps 
and new furniture make it the most attrac­ 
tive in the city. It is said by those who 
ought to know, that this magnificent build­ 
ing was erected for the least money, all 
-hings considered, of any belonging to the 
íepartment. A new picket fence, substan­ 
tial, and neatly painted, has been made en­ 
tirely around the block. 
The “ colored school” building, on the 
south side of u street, between Ninth and 
Tenth, midway of the block, is a handsome 
Trame structure, 30x60—two class rooms, 
which can be thrown into one by means of 
folding doors. It is well furnished, in ex­ 
cellent repair, but has no play ground, ex­ 
cept that afforded by the street. 
This 
building formerly stood at Ninth and P 
streets. 
The High Schooi building on the north- 
cast corner of Ninth and M is an elegant 
two-story frame, with a brick basement, 
containing six class rooms. The outbuild- 
ngc are cemented, and of the latest and 
most improved patterns. It is well fur­ 
nished, and the grounds splendidly shaded 
by choice shade trees of excellent growth. 
The Jefferson primary school, at Six 
leenth and N streets, is a brick structure 
vith a frame addition—one of the oldest, 
yet one of the most substantial buildings 
belonging to the department. It presents 
a fine exterior appearance, and the inside 
arrangements are very convenient. It con­ 
tains six large, well-lighted and well-venti­ 
lated rooms, and is in excellent repair, as 
are also the outbuildings, fences and side­ 
walks. The furniture is almost new, the 
desks single. 
The Twenty-fourth and N-street school- 
(house presents a fine exterior, but is one 
of the noorest constructed and most illy- 
arranged buildings owned by the depart­ 
ment. The architect who planned it evi­ 
dently was new in the business, for the 
.■uilding, which is comparatively new, 
would long since have fallen with its own 
weight were it not for braces, columns and 
log-chains that have since been put in to 
strengthen it. It is a two-story building, 
containing four rooms in excellent condi­ 
tion, and well-furnished. 
This school, 
which accommodates the pupils in the 
eastern portion of the city, is ungraded. 
The building at Twenty-seventh and J is 
i handsome frame one-story, with two 
large well-furnished and ventilated rooms. 
This also is an ungraded school. 
The school building at the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum is a neat one-story frame, 
handsome exterior and two well-finished 
and furnished rooms. 
It is used exclu­ 
sively by the pupils of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylum, one hundred of whom 
attend. 
The finest school building in the city, 
and one of the most imposing educational 
structures in the State, is the Sacramento 
Grammar School, which occupies the block 
between ! and J, Fifteenth and Sixteenth 
3treets. 
It 
is 
of 
brick, three-story 
and 
basement. 
with 
cupola 
and 
mansard 
roof. 
Its exterior, in point 
of architectural 
beauty, is unexcelled 
while its interior, with the exception of its 
3tairways, which could be very much im­ 
proved upon, is all that could be desired, 
it contains fourteen large class-rooms, with 
high ceilings, well lighted, aud furnished 
jvith the very best furniture obtainable in 
ihe market. 
Neither money nor pains 
¡vere spared when this building was erect­ 
ed to make it complete in every respect, 
3uostantial and a credit, which it surely is, 
to the city. 
The old fioor of the second 
story during vacation was taken out and 
replaced with a new one, and every desk 
In the building overhauled and made as 
good as new. The exterior of the building 
is being handsomely painted by Iverson A 
Gass. 
The grounds are well shaded by 
rows of cork elm trees, which have grown 
to a night and beauty of form that not 
only delight the eye. but afford a shade 
that is as perfect as could be desired. 
The 
entrance to the grounds, which are well 
fenced, are at each of the street intersec­ 
tions, and the walks from the gates to the 
building are lined with rows of trees, the 
foliage of which have been so trained that 
they form a complete arbor of shade. 
The Thirteenth and G streets primary 
Í3 also a handsome brick structure, two 
stories and a basement, with large grounds 
and new outbuildings. The class-rooms, 
eight in number, are well arranged and 
well furnished. It is one of the most sub­ 
stantial structures in the city. 
The primary at Seventh" and G—“ The 
Union School House”—is also a two-story 
brick and basement. This building has 
very handsome surroundings, and contains 
eight large, well-appointed and well-furn­ 
ished rooms. The fifth grade class-room 
in this building bas new desks, and the 
outbuildings are entirely new. with patent 
3elf-regulating cemented" vaults. 
The Perry Seminary building, a three- 
story brick, at Eleventh and I streets, also 
belongs to the School Department, but at 
present is only used by the night school 
class and a private kindergarten. 
Handsome walnut closets for containing 
teachers’ supplies have been placed in 
every class-room, and the teachers all pro­ 
vided with elegant desks. 
The rooms were all fonnd in apple-pie 
order, scrupulously neat, and reflect much 
ci edit upon the able corps of janitors. 
The schools will open on Monday next at 
9 a . m. The names of the teachers‘<rngaged 
for the ensuing term, with their various lo­ 
cations. were published in the Record- 
U n i o s s o m e days ago. 
Below is given an estimate of the value 
of all the school-houses, as made by the 
Board of Directors, two of whom are real 
estate agents : Fourth and Q street build­ 
ings, $20,000; Tenth and Q streets, Capital 
Primary and Capital Grammar, $60,000 • 
colored school, O, Ninth aud Tenth streets’ 
$3,000; High School, Ninth and M streets! 
$16,000; Jefferson Priman-, Sixteenth and 
N streets, $20,000; Capital Grammar, Six­ 
teenth and J streets, $100,000; Primary. 
Thit teenth and G streets, $25,000; Union 
School-house, Seventh and G streets, $25,­ 
000; Twenty-fourth and N streets, un­ 
graded, $7,500; Twenty-seventh and J 


streets, ungraded. $4,000; Perry's Semi­ 
nary, Twelfth and I streets, $12.000. Total, 
$276,500. 
The Sacramento Grammar, High School, 
and Capital Grammar, are supplied with 
pianos, while the Jefferson primary has an 
organ.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


A very charming book has Walter M. 
Leman given us in his “ Memoirs of an 
Old Actdr,” just issued from the press of A. 
Roman & Co.. San Francisco. It is a large, 
clearly-printed 
octavo 
of 
406 
pages 
A very good portrait of Mr. Leman is the 
frontispiece of the volume. Probably no 
disciple of the stage is better known to the 
California public than W. M. Leman. Cer­ 
tainly there have been none who have 
been held in higher esteem by the people, 
or whose public and private career have 
done more to inspire respect for the dra­ 
matic profession. Mr. Leman has been 
upon the stage fifty-nine years, plaving in 
that time in a large number of theaters and 
with all the leading theatrical celebrities of 
the world that have been known to the half 
a century last passed. The book before us 
appears to have been written without much 
effort, and for that reason, among others, is 
the pleasing volume it is ; that is, it is a 
simple, sincere and chatty story of the life 
of an actor among other actors and peopie, 
for Mr. Leman, with the modesty that be­ 
comes him, has less to say of himself and 
his than of others. So far as his person­ 
ality enters into the book, it is only to that 
degree necessary to the recital, for Mr. Le­ 
man gives his opinions of things and of 
men, and consequently, in a book of me­ 
moirs, must introduce the personal pronoun 
liberally. So far as the work is at ull|criti- 
cal, it is most gently and kindly so. It is 
never analytical, for Mr. Leman contents 
himself with the single expression of his 
own 
views 
regarding 
the 
dramatic 
abilities 
of 
the 
thousands 
or 
more 
of whom he speaks, and at no time ana­ 
lyzes methods or advances anything in sup­ 
port of his judgment. This" very modest 
and unobtrusive style brings the reader into 
close sympathy with the author. We forget 
that he is dogmatic, for he is so perfectly 
frank and sincere,and so free from any shade 
of harshness. In his time Mr. Leman has 
traveled widely in foreign lands, and he 
gives us some charming glimpses of these 
tours and of the delights they were to him. 
In a historical sense the book is of much 
value, as it fixes dates and events in the 
California history of the drama and gives 
personal sketches of all eminent men and 
women of the stage who have played a 
part in California life since 1S55, and of 
ven- many of lesser note. There is a large 
part of the book devoted to dramatic life 
years ago in Sacramento, and much data 
presented of special historic interest to 
Sacramentans. Mr. Lemau is remembered 
in this city with especial warmth and kind­ 
ness. He was always a favorite here, and 
never refused his aid to any worthy enter­ 
prise in Sacramento. He is now greatly 
advanced in years, and his eyesight is 
rapidly sinking into utter darkness. Here, 
then, is the opportunity for old friends and 
new to aid a worthy man. and at the same 
time possess themselves of a book of value, 
interest, humor and mcst genial and com­ 
panionable character. 
An interesting paper by John Dimitry, 
entitled “A King s Gift,” is one of the 
prominent features of the beautiful October 
“ Magazine of American History.” The 
Hon. Charles K. Tuckerman follows with 
fresh information on the subject of ' ‘ Presi­ 
dent Lincoln and Colonization,” together 
with an estimate of the losses sustained by 
the experiment at Hayti, shortly before 
Lincoln's death. “ The Territorial Growth 
of the United States,” by Wm. A. Mowrv, 
editor of Education, is an able and instruc­ 
tive essay. “An Earthquake in Kentucky,” 
by John James Audubon, a graphic de­ 
scription of what the great naturalist expe­ 
rienced in 1825. A portrait of Audubon is 
the frontispiece to the magazine. 
Then 
comes “A Relic of one of the Regicide 
Judges,” by Rev. Charles W. Baird, D. D„ 
followed bv thvee civil war studies. Gen­ 
eral John Watts De Peyster writes of “An­ 
drew Atkinson Humphreys,” The second 
paper of General Alfred E. Lee, ” From 
( edar Mountain to Chantilly,” appears, and 
also Galloway's “ Confederacy Within a 
Confederacy.” This magazine is published 
at 30 Lafayette Place, New York City. 
Frorn_ H. O. & H. W. Poor, 70 Wall 
street, New York, we have received “ Poor’s 
Manual of Railroads of the United States 
for 18S6." It shows their routes, mileage, 
stocks, bonds, debts, cost, traffic, earnings 
and dividends; their organizations, direct­ 
ors. officers, etc. 
The volume embraces 
1,091 pages. 
It ought scarcely be neces­ 
sary to more than announce "this work, 
since its annual issues are so widely known. 
It is the one (of all others) reliable statisti­ 
cal work on railroads. We shall have oc­ 
casion to frequently refer to it editorially in 
citing statistics of railroad building and 
business. A more detailed statement of 
what this invaluable book contains might 
be given, but we deem this wholly unneces­ 
sary at this time. Not to railroad men 
alone is this work of value, it is of just as 
great interest and just as deep a well of in­ 
formation and as rich a mine of fact to the 
business man and all related to the indus­ 
trial interests of the country.

The meeting of the Woman's Board of 
the Pacific, which occupied the evening 
session of the Congregational Association 
at Woodland Thursday night, filled the 
church to overflowing. The announce­ 
ment that General Howard would deliver 
an address added to the usual large audi­ 
ences which attend the Board’s anniversa­ 
ries, made the space in the aisles and stand­ 
ing room in the approaches at a decided 
premium. Rev. Dr. Barrows presided at 
the meeting, and the several annual reports 
presented much which proved of interest 
to all present. 
After the reading of reports was com­ 
pleted, General Howard was introduced, 
and delivered an intensely interesting ad­ 
dress, in which he gave the result of his 
personal inspection of the mission work in 
Egypt, Turkey and other foreign lands. 
He very warmly commended the work of 
the Women’s Board, regarding it a; most 
successful. 
At the opening of the Convention yester­ 
day morning, a permanent Committee on 
Sunday-schools was appointed, consisting 
of Rev. H. Cross, Chairman, Rev. T. D. 
Murphy, Sparrow Smith, Win, Johnston 
and Captain" Low. 
A committee was also appointed, after 
some discussion, to inquire into the work­ 
ings of the Law and Order Leagues, which 
have for their sole object the enforcement of 
existing laws, and which have been in 
some 
places 
especially 
serviceable 
in 
this 
direction. 
The 
Committee 
consists of Rev. S. H. Willey, Rev. L. N. 
Barbar and C. C. Kenniston. and it is to re­ 
port the result of inquiry at the next an­ 
nual meeting of the Association. 
As some consideration has been given to 
the question of forming a separate Congre­ 
gational Association in the southern por­ 
tion of the State, a resolution was adopted 
unanimously to the effect tiiat the present 
Association cordially acquiesced in the 
formation of such new organization, to in­ 
clude all south of the northern line of San 
Luis Obispo, Kern and Inyo counties, 
should they conclude to do so. and would 
also do its share in maintaining each year 
a practical and fraternal correspondence. 
It was decided to hold the next annual 
meeting of the Association at Sacramento, 
at which time the thirtieth anniversary of 
the forming of the Congregational Church 
and Society in this city wilt be observed. 
The session closed with a fellowship 
meeting conducted by Rev. W. C. Pond, 
and the celebration of the Lord's Supper.
